CHICAGO, July 21.—Ralph Whitehead, 
executive secretary of the American 
Federation of Actors, was active last 
week in Milwaukee and indications are 
that as a result of his work the Wis- 
consin metropolis will become a “closed 
shop” insofar as cafe and club enter- 
tainers are concerned. Whitehead re- 
turned to Chicago the middle of the 
week to arrange for another AFA meet- 
ing here, and he informed The Billboard 
that he was extremely pleased with the 
outlook in Milwaukee, especially so as 
he had found conditions there very bad 
and opposing factions fighting among 
themselves. 

For some time Milwaukee has had an 
organization of performers known as the 
Milwaukee Entertainers’ Bureau, in 
which the leading spirits were Teddy 
Kraft, Eddie Kube and Dick Pritchard. 
The latter is a booking agent, and this 
fact militated against the success of the 
performers’ organization. The result was 
the establishment of another organiza- 
tion known as the Actors and Bookers’ 
Club, with Zaida Webber, Lou Holts and 
Len Holt as its leaders. This organiza- 
tion, formed by the agents, was virtually 
a “company union.” Whitehead upon 
his arrival in Milwaukee made a survey 
of the situation and after consultation 
with labor leaders he called a mass 
meeting. This was largely attended, and 
speakers from various branches of the 
labor world enthusiastically pledged 
their support to the AFA. The NRA 
labor compliance officer, Francis Staten, 
pointed out to the performers the pro- 
tection due them and promised to give 
consideration to any cases that might 
be brought to his attention. James 
Sheehan, president of the Federated 
Trades Council, pledged the support of 
the labor affiliates he represents. Other 
Speakers included Jack Worner, business

SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.— Theaters 
darkened since Monday, as their em- 
ployees joined the general strike, re- 
opened Thursday afternoon with the 
pleasure-loving population rushing eag- 
erly back to its. amusements. Market 
street Thursday night resumed its bril- 
liance, with the big thorofare again 
resplendent with marquee lights under 
which crowds surged into the many film 
palaces. 

Word got around early Thursday 
morning that the general strike was to 
be officially called off by the committee 
and theater managers began making 
immediate preparations to reopen. Mem- 
bers of the theatrical crafts, operators, 
musicians, stagehands and janitors, 
gathered at their union headquarters, 
awaiting orders to resume work. 

When the “strike off” order came they 
rushed to the theaters. which were ready 
for them. In some instances houses were 
playing to capacity audiences within 
half an hour after the strike was called 
off. Neibhborhood houses, many of 
which do not run on week-day after- 
noons, cpened at the regular after- 
dinner hour, with record crowds at- 
tending.

servers claiming that even newspapers 
will not escape. 


No action was taken on the legit com- 
plaints, with the Interfaith representa- 
tives neglecting to name anything specific 
that should be cleaned up. Managers 
are waiting for them to make a formal 
complaint, and then, if they do, legit’s 
self-censoring machinery will be set in 
motion. 


An Interfaith committee took the ques- 
ticn of burlesque and dance halls to 
Mayor LaGuardia. Burlesque said the 
mayor, is operating under an ethics code, 
after having been shaken up recently, 
but License Commissioner Moss intimated 
that another cleanup drive may get under 
way shortly. The committee advocated 
regulation of dance halls, recommending 
that they be barred only if they refuse 
to clean up. Police Commissioner O’Ryan 
is making the investigation, and will re- 
port his findings to the mayor. 

Boycott in the picture field is not hav- 
ing the effect that was expected, accord- 
ing to widespread reports coming in from 
all over the country. Returns are prac- 
tically unanimous in saying that the boy- 
cott is having no effect on business. 
There are fewer theater closings this 
summer than last, and every good pic- 
ture, whether or not it happens to be on 
a blacklist, is packing them in. ° 

Fanatics coming out for the boycott 
are hurting the church move. They give 
the film producers the aspect of perse- 
cuted individuals, and the churches are 
trying to muffle them For the first time 
since the start of it, it begins to appear 
that the whole move may end up in @ 
bust. Complete details of the film boy- 
cott can be found in the Motion Picture 
Department.

Buildings Burn 


BROCKTON, Mass., July 21—A two- 
alarm fire razed two wooden one-story 
buildings in process of construction on 
Brockton fairgrounds Wednesday after- 
noon, causing damage estimated at 
$35,000. One man was burned, not seri- 
ously, as he tried to save his auto- 
mobile, parked in one of the burning 
buildings. 


The boys and girls’ work building and 
the 4-H Club building, about 140 feet 
by 80 feet, were destroyed in less than 
an hour by the flames. Workmen were 
engaged on the roof of the 4-H building 
when the fire broke out beneath them. 
It rapidly spread, jumping a 20-foot 
space to envelop the other building. 
Firemen prevented further spread of 
flames to other highly inflammable 
buildings near by. Several large -— 
near the two buildings were destroyed. 


Fire Chief F. F. Dickinson assigned no 
cause to the blaze, but said that an in- 
vestigation would be made into possibil- 
ity of incendiarism. Damage was partly 
covered by insurance. Brockton. Agra=- 
rian Society owned the buildings. 


This is the second large fire at the 
fairgrounds in two years, the other caus- 
ing damage estimated at $100,000. The 
fair is scheduled to open the second 
week in September. 


Another Fair Hit 


CRANSTON, R. I. July 21—A fire 
Wednesday afternoon destroyed all 
buildings on Fiskeville fairgrounds, one 
large barn owned by the Interlaken 
Mills, damaged a second barn owned by 
that company and damaged roofs of 
nine other buildings outside the 
grounds. For nearly an hour the old 
mill village of FPiskeville was threatened 
by the blaze. Damage will amount to 
more than $35,000.

Workmen’s Compensation 


Law used as weapon in ac- 


cident claims —— recent case, however, is argued on 
ground that performer is an “independent contractor”

NEW YORK, July 23.—Performers involved in accidents while working in 
theaters or other amusement spots do not know their legal rights in claiming 


damages. 
growing out of the increasing number of 


claim for damages is messy and confusing. 


This statement is the result of a survey made by The Billboard, and 


complaints by performers that making a 
Many of these complaints revolve around 


the Workmen’s Compensation laws, which were originally aimed at factory con- 
ditions, but which have often been invoked in theatrical cases. Last week a vaude 


team won a settlement from an insur- 
ance ccmpany on an accident incurred 
while playing a local night club, but only 
after it had refused to settle the claim 
under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Laws. The act is Blanche and Elliott. 
Webster F. Elliott slipped on a wet carpet 
going off the floor cof Delmonico’s Club 
recently. He ruptured a vein and could 
not work for six weeks. 

His attorney, Irving Schneider, took up 
a settlement with the night club, basing 
the claim on the public liability insur- 
ance held by the club. The insuranco 
company rejected this claim on the 
ground that the case came under the 
Workmen's Compensation Laws. 

Under the laws in this State, the in- 
jured party gets no pay the first two 
weeks laid off, and a maximum of $25 
weekly the remaining weeks. The labor 
board, which hears these cases, can, on 
the other hand, also award a lump sum. 
But if an actor sues under the public 
liability policy carried by most amuse- 
ment places he has a much better chance 
to get a big award. 

Schneider then notifi#d the insurance 
company that Elliott's claim did not come 
under the Workmens Compensation 
Laws, as Elliott was an “independent con- 
tractor” and not an ordinary worker. To 
bolster his claim that Elliott was an “in- 
dependent contractor,” Schneider pointed 
that the act was booked thru an agent 
and that the agent signed the contract. 
There was no “direct relation of master 
and cervant” involved, Schneider asserted, 
as the act did its work without direction, 
and even collected its salary thru its 
agent. 

The insurance company, representing 
the night club, acceded to Schneider's 
viewpoint and the case was settled satis- 
factorily. 

In the next week's issue of The Bill- 
board the actor’s right to damages in 
case of accident or illness while working 
will be explained further.

HOLLYWOOD, J‘*ly 21.—Harry M. 
Warner, head of Werner Bros., startled 
Hollywood yesterday when, at a lunch- 
eon in honor of Postmaster General 
Farley, he claimed that Cardinal 
Dougherty was unfair in his attitude 
toward pictures. 

“When the’ Cardinal says it is a sin 
to go to movies,” said Warner, “this 
is very un-American, because it is con- 
fiscation of a great industry and the 
livelihood of thousands upon thousands 
of people.” 

Farley, who is a nationally known 
Catholic layman, had no comment to 
make on the statement.

Hollywood Scorns 
Rosenblatt Idea 


HOLLYWOOD, July 21—Players and 
writers here are not in accord with Sol 
Rosenblatt’s recommendation that they 
work on a percentage basis. The players 
feel that they would in many instances 
waste their $10,000-a-week talent on a 
mediocre story, while writers fear that 
their epics might be handed to hams 
with disastrous effect. 


There are those who are suspicious 
enough to believe that there might be 
some favoritism shown. A weak player 
with an inside drag might be given the 
best stories, while stars of importance 
could be made to jump thru the hoop 
by being threatened with weak vehicles. 


Both players and writers are satisfied 
to go along on their meager salaries, 
some of which reach more than $200,000 
per year. 

Hollywood is shivering at the thought 
of a general scrutiny of salaries, fearing 
that if the large amounts are made 
public there will be a demand in Con- 
gress for a look-see, with a demand for 
a downward revision. Also, stockholders 
might be inclined to ask how come, 
since most of them have never received 
a dividend and have seen their stocks 

almost to the vanishing point.

Det. Comish Rules Acts Must 
Stay Within Certain Area 


DETROIT, July 21. — Torch singers 
were dealt a severe blow this week in 
the form of a ruling from the Liquor 
Control Commission that all such acts 
must play only from the stage or area 
set apart for the floor show in all types 
of cebarets, night clubs and beer gar- 
dens. The ruling applies to all types of 
acts, altho of course trapeze and sim- 
flar type acts, which have tately been 
pepular in gardens locally, will require 
additional space in some instances. The 
Siegrist Troupe was doing an aerial 
number covering a large part of the 
overhead space at VerSchave’s a few 
months ago.

It is assumed that mingling of acts 
with guests in the garden, which has 
already been discouraged but not of- 
ficlally banned, is still permitted be- 
tween actual shows under the new com- 
mission ruling.

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W E DOUBT that it is an ex- 
aggeration to state that the 

most remarkable record of 
progress ever achieved by an, 
actors’ organization has beew! 
chalked up by the Burlesque 
Artists’ Association, of which 
Thomas J. Phillips is president 
and executive secretary. Phillips 
has not done his wonderful job 
alone; no great movement is ever 
advanced by a single individual. 
But it is safe to assume that were 
it not for Phillips the BAA would 
have never been born; it would 
not have cast on the burlesque 
field a glowing light of hope and 
cheer. 


The BAA was born shortly 
after the American Federation of 
Actors, then known as the Actors’ 
Betterment Association. The AFA 
has made progress against great 
odds. Ralph Whitehead, its in- 
spiring leader, has forged ahead 
in the face of difficulties that 
would have knocked the average 
man out before the bell clanged 
for the end of the first round. The 
program of the AFA is more am- 
bitious, more complex than that 
of the BAA. Which accounts, 
more or less,. for the apparent 
slowness with which the AFA is 
proceeding on the road to com- 
plete coverage and domination of 
its various fields. Both Phillips 
and Whitehead are born leaders 
of men. Both have the complete 
confidence of their organizations, 
and we predict that it will not be 
long before the AFA will have oc- 
casion to boast about deeds that 
can be matched against those of 
Phillips and his cohorts. 


* * * 


This is a stock taking of the 
BAA. . . . On with the story... . 


When burlesque conditions 
were at their worst, when it 
looked like burlesque had been 
lying in the gutter so long and 
trampled down so often by every 
conceivable vehicle of condenina- 
tion and disrepute that hope was 
lost, an inspired coterie of bur- 
lesque actors, who had vision that 
made them see things beyond 
their pitifully depraved state, got 
together and decided that some- 
thing ought to be done about it— 
and that if the actor doesn’t do it 
nobody ever will. There was 
formed the Burlesque Artists’ As- 
sociation in May—and the first 
officially recorded meeting took 
place on June 7, 1933, a little more 
than a year ago. 


The managers at first laughed 
at the efforts of the actors to or- 
ganize. They gradually changed 
that laugh to a whistle—a plain- 
tive tune in the dark to keep up 


their courage. When it was seen 
that Tom Phillips was not kidding 
certain of the managerial element, 
bethinking themselves big  poli- 
ticians and wiser than Tammany 
Hall, tried to reach Tom with 
thinly veiled offers of graft. Tom 
called a spade a spade. And he 
went further. He told them to go 
to hell. He kept on working with 
his colleagues. 


It was realized, finally, that the BAA 
as an organization on its own couldn’t 
get anywhere. It needed the moral back- 
ing of a powerful group. The only answer 
to this was affiliation with the American 
Federation of Labor thru the Four A’s. 
But the jurisdiction over burlesque was 
included in the massed jurisdictions for 
which the AFA had already applied and 
on which Whitehead’s organization had 
first claim. Diplomacy, co-operation and 
stout-hearted honesty won the day. 
Conferences were held, letters were writ- 
ten and good friends on the outside 
helped. The result was the separation 
of the burlesque furisdiction from vaude- 
ville, clubs, carnivals and other fields 
about to be entered into by the AFA. The 
BAA was given its charter in January, 
1934, less than seven months ago. 


* * * 


Then began the hardest part of Phillips’ 
job and he well knew it. More progress 
has been made, however, since the grant- 
ing of the charter than during the first 
stage when the novelty of the movement 
provided natural impetus. 


Today the BAA has 1,038 members, of 


whom 90 per cent are paid up to April, © 


and 50 per cent of these are paid up to 
July 1. This becomes the more remark- 
able an achievement when it is con- 
sidered that there are but 2,500 available 
burlesque artists in the whole field. 


The BAA is just starting its drive in 
the West. Up until Jast week a stone 
hadn't been touched outside of the cen- 
ters close to New York. It is felt that 
Phillips’ trip te Chicago will result, finally, 
in a complete assembling of the whole 
burlesque performing field under the BAA 
banner. This is, indeed, a tribute to the 
actor and a clear-cut case against those 
managers who didn’t have the guts to 
fight the movement, because to fight 
would mean to bare their own family 
skeletons. 


* * * 


Membership is a vitally important fac- 
tor in actors’ organization. But it is not 
success in membership drives alone that 
determines the basis of an organization's 
success, 


The BAA has actually improved con- 
ditions for the burlesque actor—and to 
a phenomenal extent. There is no room 
here for a detailed account of tangible 
BAA achievement. Toe touch upon the 
highlights is enough to convince the 
most skeptical that Phillips has earned 
the sobriquet of the Burlesque Actor’s 
Best Friend. 


10 U's and checks (oh, those checks!) 
have been eliminated as a medium of 
“paying” salaries. There has been 
brought about recognition of a legiti- 
mate notice or pay in lieu thereof. The 
notice proposition has been standardized 
to the extent that a week must be given 
in the Metropolitan Area and two weeks 
out of town. Late night rehearsals have 
heen eliminated. All rehearsals must 
be finished by 2 a.m. Chorus girls are 
receiving a day off every 14 days. The 
only days off they used to get was when 
they were laying off. 


There are no more indiscriminate cuts 
in salaries. No longer can a manager 
cut a salary just to suit his whim or 
satisfy a grudge. 


Finally, the BAA obtained up until 
the time this information was gathered 
last week a total of $3,600 in salaries and 
other fees for actors that would have 
never been paid otherwise. 


Phillips and the BAA need not do any 
talking. The record speaks eloquently 
for them.

One of the prettiest 
gals in show biz iz Rose Mazella, who’s dancing down in a Pennsylvania 
walkathon under the nom de plume of Rose Fabrian—or should it be nom 
de danse? . . . The best line to date on the reform of the films is Jack Chap- 
man’s: “Maybe it wouldn’t be so bad, either, to have the scenario writers write 
the sermons.” . . .

A summer spot on the Sound outside of Norwalk (Bell Island’s the name) 
is beginning to get the Westport overflow. . . .

New CC Holds First 
Confab; Units Set 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—No decision 
as to policy has been reached yet by the 
broadcasting division of the new Fed- 
eral Communications Commission. One 
meeting has been held, but only reutine 
matters were passed on. These were 
holdovers from the old FRC. 


Satisfaction is now being expressed 
here by members of the radio industry 
with the new commission. This differs 
from the nervous condition which ob- 
tained when the new bill was being 
formulated, since it was felt new legis- 
lative acts might develop affecting the 
industry. CC has too many other more 
vital matters to attend to in its earlier 
days to initiate any early or unusual in- 
quiries into broadcasting. 


The three divisions of the commission 
were formulated this week in keeping 
with the Communications Act. Chair- 
man E. O. Sykes serves on each. Divi- 
sion 1, broadcasting, includes Hampson 
Gary, chairman, and Thad Brown, vice- 
chairman. Division 2, telegraph, has 
Irvin Stewart as chairman, George Henry 
Payne, vice-chairman. Division 3, tele- 
phone, has Paul Walker as chairman, 
and Norman 8. Case, vice-chairman. 
An important notation is that while 
there is a broadcasting division, the 
whole commission has jurisdiction over 
assigning frequency bands to various 
radio services.

Austin 
was one of the biggest names in record- 
ing, selling 25,000,000 records for Victor 
in six years. However, for a year and a 
half he had made no records at all, break- 
ing this fast last month. He is one of 
the prime movers in this activity. 


ASRA will act against the stations in 
the way preferred by the individuai per- 
former. If the latter should want royal- 
ties, action along those lines will be taken. 
Likewise if the artist should want the 
record restricted completely. 


Considerable research has been done 
investigating the record-on-the-air situa- 
tion. It has been found, it is stated, that 
there are approximately 450 stations using 
no live talent, with each station buying a 
record, playing it over and over, and cut- 
ting in, as is well known, on the record 
sale, with all that means. According to 
Department of Commerce figures ob- 
tained, record sale for 1933 was 8% per 
cent of that of 1929. 


Should ASRA be successful it would 
not only mean partial rehabilitation of 
the recording industry, but a boost in 
use of live talent and transcriptions.

To Share Studios 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21.—First time 
such an occurrence has ever taken place 
in radio will find an NBC and CBS sta- 
tion being operated out of the same 
studio and by the same director here 
this fall when KYW, now in Chicago, 
moves to Philadelphia.

CHICAGO, July 21.—Affiliation with 
the American Broadcasting System, new 
national radio chain, has been declined 
by WGN, Chicago Tribune station, ac- 
cording to an announcement released 
this week. The new chain approached 
WGN with a view to making it the sys- 
tem’s Chicago outlet, but was informed 
that the station was not interested in 
such association at the present time. 


Management of the station states that 
a plan of mutual operation of a selected 
list of stations is now under considera- 
tion. Such a plan has been suggested 
to WGN by a number of outside stations 
as well as by several large advertisers, 
who see possibilities of good programing 
with resultant low cost to advertisers. 


The management of WGN feels that 
extensive chain programing would not 
offer at this time as much as the sta- 
tion itself is able to make from its own 
activities, it was stated. During its past 
chain affiliations the networks have al- 
ways wanted to give WGN more pro- 
grams than it wished to take, and this 
it wants to avoid. As to remote con- 
trol broadcasts, the station feels it has 
the best dance orchestras on the air.

Warner Film Stars

LOS ANGELES, July 21.—In line with 
reports that film names would probably 
be on the air as much as ever before, 
Warner Bros., in an attempt to build up 
its station, KFWB, is arranging guest 
appearances for all its contracted film 
players. 

Idea is to get the radio audience lis- 
tening to the Warners’ outlet regularly 
so that the studio might use the station 
profitably in plugging its pictures play- 
ing at Warner theaters locally. 

First program had Pat O’Brien anc 
Claire Dodd in a 30-minute version of 
the current Warner film, The Personal- 
ity Kid. Plugs will be arranged to pre- 
cede by a short time films soon to open. 

While the Warner action might not 
be a direct analogy to the situation with 
other studios and their fear of air pro- 
grams, it can well be accepted as a good 
indication of the trend. 


Big Daytime Push 


Due From Chains 


NEW YORK. July 21.—The largest 
Push so far in the career of the radio 
industry in an attempt to increase the 
percentage of sold daytime periods is 
expected to materialize shortly. Both 
networks are said to be lining up to 
that effort, altho they have been at all 
times concentrating on the more diffi- 
cult job of selling daylight spots. 


One step taken this week by CBS was 
reprinting an article written by Archie 
Tarr, ad manager of the Brillo Manu- 
facturing Company, setting forth the 
sales job done by that firm’s daytime 
shot with Tito Guizar on CBS. Last 
week NBC started its advertising” cam- 
paign’ in various advertising publica- 
tions. Further efforts are expected from 
the sales promotion departments of both 
networks. 

With the large fall night business 
already booked, the daytime session is 
in an excellent spot. One theory ad- 
vanced is that large advertisers may 
follow the example set by General Foods 
with its Certo program, Maria’s Matinee, 
as a tipoff on large afternoon variety 
shows.

Camay Soap Program 
Reviewed Thursday, 3-3:15 p.m. Style 
—Orchestra and _ soloist. Sponsor— 
Proctor & Gamble Company (Camay 
Soap). Station—WEAF (NBC network). 


This program features Barry McKinley 
(stage name), a young baritone who re- 
cently was taken out to WLW, Cincin- 
nati, by the same sponsor and tested. 
He clicked and now comes east. That 
part’s perfectly all right, as is McKinley. 
He has a pleasing baritone voice that 
makes for easy listening. If he can 
overcome some of the disadvantages 
thrown at him by the sponsor or agency 
he'll do splendidly, as he seems to have 
what it takes for the femme contingent. 

Those disadvantages mentioned con- 
sist of a mountain-sized overdose of 
commercials and poor song selections. 
This last, of course, may be the singer’s 
fault or may not. The commercials, 
however, belong back in the days of 1924 
radio on some backwoods station with 
100-watt power. Commercials took up 
nearly as much time as the entertain- 
ment and were rammed in between every 
song selection. That may or may not 
be the way to gain a listener’s good will. 
This reviewer thinks it isn’t. As to the 
songs, all were of the bailad type, im- 
mediately setting the program into a 
solo note. A light peppy number would 
fit in. 

There is no fault to be found with 
McKinley's work, however. Sponsor, in 
bringing him back east to the networks, 
is said to have been hopeful of his 
potentialities as a radio name. Judg- 
ment is sound, with the reservation 
made before. J. ¥F. 


WHN Amateur Night 

Reviewed Tuesday, 8-9 p.m. Style— 
Amateur performers of all types. Sus- 
taining on WHN, New York. 

Entertainment values of this 
and they count up fairly well, are not 
due only to the talent that’s brought 
up to the mike, but more to the nature 
of the program itself. So far as known, 
this is the first amateur program of its 
nature put on a regular basis by any 
Eastern station, large or small. From 
WHN’'s standpoint it may be said that 
the program is developing followers.

Theater of the 
Rate Card; Asks 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Theater of the 
Air, the enterprise recently announced 
for the erstwhile Casino at 50th street 
and Seventh avenue, has issued a rate 
card patterned exactly after those issued 
by radio stations. Examination of the 
tates occasioned considerable surprise in 
air circles, since the fees put forth by 
the new outfit were gauged as being 
high. ‘This obtains so much to the ex- 
tent that the Theater's rates for evening 
a exceed those of WMCA, WINS and 


Air Theater’s proposed charge to ad- 
vertisers broadcasting their shows over 
the local stations from its stage have 
been grouped into two specifications. 
They run from neon to 6 p.m. and from 
6 p.m. until midnight. For the first 
division mentioned the theater fees are 
on the basis of $300 per hour and on 
pro rata when split up in halves or 
quarter hours. After 6 p.m. the hourly 
charge runs to $400 and pro rata down 
the line. WMCA’s charge for Class A

$400 Per Hour 


time after 6 p.m. is 8335 hourly. WHN 
gets $300 and WINS $350. Theater is 
also charging $50 weekly for minute an- 
ncouncements, 100 words three times 
daily. Card does not allow cash dis- 
count. 

Card also declares that the rates do 
not include charges for artists’ fees, 
altho acts may be obtained thru the new 
outfit’s own talent bureau. It points 
out that sponsors are entitled to broad- 
cast from the stage to the audience, 
using a p.-a. system, as well as mer- 
chandising and displays, name taking, 
demonstrations and ad displays. Scenic 
material now on the stage also is given 
to sponsors, as well as the privilege 
of ticket blocks for dealers up to 500. 

WMCA stated this week it had defi- 
nitely lined up with the Theater of the 
Air. WOR said that until the organi- 
zation actually starts it is not making 
a definite commitment, but expects to 
when' the theater opens. It is said the 
theater people expect to put on a sales 
force this coming week 


S. F. Stations 
Aired Strike 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—All bay 
region stations operated on full time. 
in Oakland and San FPrancisco during 
the general strike. Musicians who 
walked out in sympathy were replaced 
by talks and by phonograph records on 
the smaller units. NBC and CBS sta- 
ticns brought in transcontinental shows 
end Seattle pickups. 

Press-Radio Bureau kept the general 
public Informed thru two daily five- 
minute releases and flash bulletins. 
Don Lee’s KFRC, affiliated with CBS, 
supplemented this service with 10-min- 
ute special strike mews and flashes day 
and night. Station had three reporters 
covering the strike. 

NBC turned its facilities over to the 
affillated newspapers, KGO-Chronicle 
and KPO-Call-Bulletin. Three 15-min- 
ute flashes were given daily, with bul- 
letins on outstanding developments. 
KGO’'s Richfield Reporter, with other 
news, also commented on the situation. 

KJBS, for the Radio News Association, 
covering all strategic points with five 
reporters, gave 15-minute flashes every 
half hour, with important breaks in 
between when warranted. KYA (Hearst) 
gave a twice-daily resume. 

Regardless of the news broadcasts, 
however. the listeners swamped the sta- 
tions for additional info. They forgot 
about entertainment and strained ears 
to get everything they could on the 
strike situation. 

The dailies and stations went to bat- 
tle over a false report aired by several 
of the outlets, stating, on July 12, that - 
street car men and ferry boat men were 
going out that day at noon. Several of 
the dailies, The Examiner, News, Oak- 
land Tribune, Call-Bulletin and others, 
hopped on the false reports with a'l 
they had, The Examiner spotting a box 
on page one. NBC reps said the info 
came from the Press Radio Bureau, 
which in turn stated the bulletin had 
come from the United Press. Later. 
when the UP item was checked it was 
shown to qualify the workers as being of 
Alameda County, with these words not 
included in the broadcast or bulletin. 
Rap was taken by the Press Radio Bu- 
reau. 


Large Revenue Loss From 
Sale of Split Networks 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Altho both net- 
works are sold out near the saturation 
point already for fall nighttime book- 
ings, the revenue to be brought in by 
this billing ‘s by no means the maxi- 
mum possible. Reason is that many of 
the clients are buying split networks 
instead of complete or nearly complete 
webs. Condition is said to hold true 
more at NSC than at CBS, particularly 
since NBC has its two chains to sell. 
An estimate made by a network official 
said that a cool $1,000,000 could be 
charged off due to this split network 
factor. 

However, in selling the networks in 
parts the chains accomplish two things. 
Firstly, they retain the good will of 
many time buyers and, secondly, they 
play ball with sponsors who were early 
birds in radio advertising. This good 
will is certainly not to be sneezed at.

In his affidavit, filed in 
Supreme-Court Monday, Casey also reveals that in 1930 he personally went to Dr. 
A. P. Gianini, president of the Bank of America, and secured a credit of $230,000 


for the Fund on his personal pledge. 


This sum was repaid later when the annual 


drive was held. His affidavit is one of several filed in the NVA suit in which the 
NVA, Inc., asks a aaa eat for the Pund pending final disposition of the suit. 


Vaude Flashes 
Made to Order 


NEW YORK, July 23.—Since few pro- 
ducers are putting out flashes this time 
of the year, one indie booker is meet- 
ing the problem by piecing together 
flash acts overnight for his houses. 

Booker is Abe Feinberg, who, with 
Billy Creedon, often gets together a few 
specialty people, gives them a routine 
and a bit of rehearsal, and lets them 
open as a regular flash. The specialties 
are interwoven and maybe a bit of extra 
music inserted to piece the act together. 
Special scenery is rarely used in these 
emergencies. The house scenery is usu- 
ally okeh. 

Indie bookers often put up quickie 
stage presentations by breaking up reg- 
ular acts and scattering a girl line thru 
them. They're using the same prin- 
ciple for flashes. 


Gerry Society Gives New York 
Paramount Headache Over Kids 


NEW YORK. July 21.—The Gerry So- 
ciety, which is the overseer of child la- 
bor In the theater, made itself evident 
this week as far as the local Paramount 
Was concerned. Two kid acts ran afoul 
of it; one, the five Pickaninnies, never 
opening, and the other, Mary Small, 
doing but two shows 

The Pickaninnies are the youngsters 
discovered by Annie, Judy and Zeke, and 
who are now the proteges of Rudy Val- 
lee. Paramount booking office felt that 
the Gerry Society was planning to take 
action and didn't open the kids. How- 
ever, they kept Mary Small in the show, 
13-year-old radio singer, but took her 
out after two shows. The Society, when 
queried today, was of the impression 
that she did not open at all. 

The Society does not issue permits 
for this town to children who sing or 
dance. However, permits are given to 
talking acts or musical turns, and that 
explains the recent appearances at the 


Paramount by Al Bernie and Rosamund. 
Shirley Temple and Raby Rose Marie 
are among those who have been unable 
to get permission to play in town. 

This action by the Gerry Society has 
aroused show people, altho the activities 
of that organization are nothing new. 
However, it has been expressed in the 
trade that to keep children off the 
stages at a time when a drive for de- 
cency is being waged is not consistent, 
for children can only give a clean per- 
formance. Also, that to keep children 
eff the vaude and de luxe stages while 
others are reaping harvests in the movies 
is inconsistent. ‘That to work before 
the camera and the Kleig lights is much 
more grueling than doing four shows a 
Gay in theaters. 

Thelma Nevins, who appeared at the 
Paramount last week, was substituted 
for Miss Small, while the Four Flash 
Devils opened instead of the Pickanin- 
nies.

He denies Chesterfield’s claims that he 
(Chesterfield) was not aware of the Pund 
incorporating, that the Fund possessed 
$550,000 which belonged to the NVA, Inc. 
and that the $50,000 left the NVA, Inc., 
by F. F. Procter was misused. Casey says 
Chesterfield himself signed the deed 
transferring title of the Saranac Lake 
lodge from the Spion+Realty Corporation 
to the NVA Pund. 

Casey points out that during the nego- 
tiations leading to the signing of the 
five-year contract December 7, 1931, 
Chesterfield had made no claim that 
there was $550.000 which the Fund pos- 
sessed and to which the NVA, Inc., was 
entitled. Casey comments, “Mr. Chester- 
field has an excellent imagination.” 


Casey Denies Profiting 


Chesterfield is accused by Casey of 
knowing all about the functioning of 
the Fund and insists the Fund, as a sepa- 
rate corporation, has never held property 
or money in trust for the NVA, Inc. 
Casey says “Mr. Chesterfield was thoroly 
familiar with every detail of this matter, 
He talked about it with me dozens of 
times.” 

Casey says there was $2,598.49 in the 
Fund treasury when he became its active 
head April 22, 1929, and that the Saranac 
Lake lodge was being buult at that time. 
He says “I never profited one penny or 
received one cent of salary for my efforts 
in behalf of this enterprise.” When I 
relinquished active supervision, he adds, 
the Fund did not owe a dollar to any- 
body, except the F. P. Proctor mortgage 
of $50,000, and has “assets in real and 
personal property far in excess of $1l,- 
000,000.” 

Denying that he made a profit thru the 
VMPA’s leasing space to the Pund at 
1600 Broadway, Casey also hit Chester- 
field’s claim that the 5% per cent in- 
terest on the $50,000 mortgage has 
never been paid to the NVA, Inc. Casey 
points out that Chesterfield is treasurer 
of the Pund atid that if the interest has 
not been paid it is Chesterfield’'s own 
negligence. 

Casey repeats that the Pund is account- 
able for its acts only to its own members 
(the circuits). He ends his affidavit with 
“I made many personal sacrifices to pro- 
mote this charity” and that “Mr. Chester- 
field will be obliged, under cross-ex- 
amination . totella different story 
from that which he has tried to tell to 
this court in his affidavit.” 


Reade Vaude Postponed 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Walter Reade 
has postponed resuming vaude for the 
summer in his New Jersey resort spots. 
Originally planning to resume vaude 
July 4 week-end, Reade has set back 
the opening date indefinitely. Asbury 
Park is slated to resume this month, 
however.

Headlining 
Jimmy Savo and Mary Small should get 
some bucks into the b. o., but Mary went 
out after this second show opening 
day because of the Children’s Society. 
Latter also kept out the Five Picka- 
ninnies. Thelma Nevins, here last week, 
substituted for Miss Small. Too bad all 
this confusion, for it is a trim show, 
the stage-band variety. The 54-minute 
running time gives you more talent and 
no production except for that showboat 
set. Business was good at this viewing. 

The stage is filled all the way by the 
pit crew, a male singing octet and eight 
dancing girls. They work the opening 
with the Glory Hallelujah song. Four 
Flash Devils, colored hoofers, follow and 
for five minutes dish out torrid and dif- 
ficult stepping. Gets the show off on 
the right foot. 

Roy Smeck shows himself as still a 
wiz of the strings, but 12 minutes of 
it in the deuce frame is too much. He 
is overlong in the harmonica and uke 
specialty. Plays the banjo like a man- 
dolin, and as for the steel guitar he 
makes you want more. ~ 


Three Bredwins are next and they stay 
but four minutes. A ‘short time all 
right, but they went socko anyway. Two 
of the boys work straight and the other 
wields the punch of the act with his 
comedy acrobatics. He takes plenty of

Mery Small, 13-year-old radio singer, 
introduced by the ensemble, took this 
spot to do three numbers. She's a well- 
grown little lady with a beautiful pair 
of blues pipes. Lots of shading to her 
voice which means much in the han- 
dling of the tunes. Has a charming de- 
livery and personality besides. The audi- 
ence accorded her a heavy hand. 

For the next 18 minutes the house is 
treated to Jimmy Savo, who has been 
here often enough the last couple of 
months to be working stock. He’s a 
favorite here and anywhere else for that 
matter. Jimmy is, we'll say it again, 
tops in the comedy field and provides 
pantomime that makes laughter com- 
pulsory. That’s what they did here and 
kept calling him back. 

Miss Small led the finale, which is 
given over to the Robert E. Lee tune, 
and with the scrim down and a pix 
thrown on it the showboat appears to 
be moving down the river.

COTTON CLUB REVUE 


Every time a principle is evolved it 
takes a smart producer to shoot it full 
of holes. - They used to tell us that a 
revue couldn’t be good unless it has 
plenty of comedy. Well, Messrs. Ex- 
perts, here’s one that represents the best 
in the country today and, except for a 
few light ‘aughs to be found in neat 
stunts of dancers as part of a serious 
routine, there isn’t a hearty laugh in it. 
This unit has rhythm, mass beauty, 
color and pace. It is beyond the power 


of words to describe, particularly, Lucky . 


Millender’s antics as leader of the 13- 
man band. Just to show how gracious 
is show business, this boy Millender— 
the best of the crop, the brightest spark- 
ler in this array and a continual source 
of tingling up and down a rhythm 
hound’s back — isn’t even billed. 
That’s not going to keep him down. 
Not one bit. But it makes it look bad 
for the boys who are to cover up 
Cinderella while the Prince is trying 
shoes on the ugly daughters. 

Adelaide Hall is the bright and par- 
ticular star. That she deserves to be. 
It’s the same: Adelaide who can’t make 
up her mind whether she can sing bet- 
ter than she can dance or vice-versa. 
And her fans can't decide either. But 
Adelaide will agree that it is not her 
work that makes this unit one of a 
century. When a reviewer who is up 
against the tough proposition of stat- 
ing that a unit is better than anything 
he’s seen to date he must needs dig 
himself out of the mess by giving rea- 
sons. There are, thanks be to the man 
who rules over Black Heaven, plenty of 
them here. First there are Pops and 
Louie, the elfin-like youngsters who al- 
so are troubled about which is more 
substantial, their singing or dancing. 
Then come Meers and Meers, one of the 
stage’s most graceful ballroom dancing 
teams, who were here two weeks ago with 
Ed Sullivan. Their return is marked 
by an ovation, and their first number 
is better than one can think 
possible in the brief time tt is inferred 
they had to get the routine set. 

Juan Hernandez and his choir are a 
very authentic reason. The choral bits 


are—as is everything else—effectively 
staged and beautifully lighted. The 
final but not least inconsequential rea- 
son for this unit’s unapproachaple rat- 
ing on our critical chart is Leitha Hall, 
than whom there are pitifully few blues 
singers as good. 

Also in the front ranks are Avon Long, 
cspable juvenile; Willie Jackson, Roy 
Atkins, Lena Horne and “Dynamite” 
Hooker. The Hernandez Choir numbers 
about 14; there are 14 more in the band, 
and in the chorus are 17 typical Cotton 
Totties and 10 boys. Seems unlikely 
that the choir people double in the 
chorus, but if so, instead of this being 
a@ sign of welching on billing promises, 
it is a credit to the doublers. 

The band’s prettiest arrangement is 
observed in Out of a Dream and here 
and in following numbers Chuck Rich- 
ards, one of Millender’s brass boys, re- 
veals himself as the r of the 
finest baritone hereabouts. If radio 
doesn’t grab him and raise him to star- 
dom, we'll really believe that the chain 
big shots are practicing color discrimi- 
nation. 

The show runs 80 minutes and there 
ien’t a single letdown anywhere except 
possibly where Miss Hall is spotted in a 
lyric-laden nurhber after a very hot 
band session. It begins to drag there 
somewhat, but not because Miss Hall 
doesn’t make the best of a compara- 
tively bad situation. 

Business slightly off, but with weath- 
er helping one can look for a tremen- 
dous buildup here thru mouth-to-ear 
plugging. Picture—Dr. Monica (War- 
ner), with Kay Prancis and Warren Wil- 
Mam—should also help. YONTIFF.

The show is enjoyable all the way, but 
the kids who made the best impression 
vere Jimmy Shea and Guy Raymond, 
Edith Mann, Bobby Lane, with Patsy 
and Jimmy Allen up close in the,tun- 
ning. Shea and Raymond are an eccen- 
tric dance and comedy duo who pack 
mere stuff than any eccentric team 
needs. They're practically certain to 
branch out into other fields. Did two 
dances to a deserved show-stop, and 
then show-stopped all over again after 
their encore, a hilarious comedy bit at 
the mike. 


Miss Mann has been praised in this 
precinct before for her amazing and ex- 
cellent toe tapping. She's 4 pretty lass, 
with a charming personality and plenty 
of sock ability. If she aoesn’t hear a 
Tevue calling her now, she will soon. 
Routine would stand out in any show. 

Bobby Lane, an acrobatic dancer, 
Clicked nicely with some enthusiastic 
tumbling, and the Allens, a brother and 
Sister dance team, did a couple of fast 
and charming song-dance and tap rou- 
tines, the lad in particular uncorking 
an infectious personality. 

For the rest the grade varied, tho all 
of it was on the right side of the ledger 
and none of it was bad. Alice Miller, a 
Ted-headed tap artist, is overcoy, but 
talented; the Three Burke Sisters har- 
monize in the manner of harmony trios, 
getting a nice response; Tony Angelo 
Sings several numbers thru the mike, 
with a husky voice and a constant, 
toothy smile, and Jackie Green gives 
imitations of Jessel, Jolsoh and Cantor 
amusingly enough. 

The picture is a return engagement 
of Min and Bill, brought back because 
of public interest in Marie Dressler's 
fallant ficht for life. Business at the 
start of the first show opening day was 
Pretty bad, but the house had filled up 
comfortably by the end. Running time 
of the stage end is 48 minutes.

The 
picture almost failed to get a permit to 
show from the local censor board. It 
has been banned by decency organiza- 
tions here, still the people are standing 
in line for hours to get in. What's 
the answer? Sammy White, who has a 
niche of his own further down on the 
bill, is emseeing the present show. It 
is a pretty tough assigament to follow 
Vic Oliver, who did the same job and 
in an unusual manner last week. 


The Six DeCardos opened with their 
barrel-jumping and teeter-board work. 
One of the younger members did a 
triple somersault from the teeter board 
into a shoulder cradle that drew gasps 
from the women in the audience. The 
blindfold jumping trick is outstanding. 
Efforts on the part of the woman in the 
act for comedy met with n. s. g. results. 

Medley and Duprey, in deuce spot, 
cleaned up. Eddie’s comedy dancing 
and clowning were good for constant 
laughter, and the act is chock-full of 
funny pieces of business. The fall-apart 
phonograph always makes them howl. 
Marie Duprey is an able foil to Eddie, 
and the act also contains Harvey, a 
stooge, who has a sweet pair of pipes. 
Act was a hit. 

Nancy McCord, recently leading wom- 
an in All the King’s Horses, did several 
songs, opening with I Found a Song, in 
which was interpolated an operatic air; 
The Man I Love and Smoke Gets in Your 
Eyes. She has a lovely voice, but must 
acquire more ease. Left to a nice hand. 


Sammy White started with a bit of his 
operatic burlesque and then went into 
his eccentric hoofing.

The Earle has a pleasing variety show 
this week, peppy and filled with novelty. 
Outbreak of another extremely hot spell 
kept the audience down, but the scant 
house was very responsive. 

The Four Cards open with a whirl- 
wind exhibition of tumbling, balancing 
and springboard technique that Is car- 
ried thru with a zip. 

Helen Honan, a “one-woman show,” 
follows and keeps up the excellent pace 
with some impersonations of Zasu Pitts, 
Garbo, Lupe Velez, Mae West and fin- 
ishes with a Ruby Keeler impersonation 
in which she does some real Keeler taps. 

The Westchester Hillbillies then offer 
some corking melody that brought the 
house down, particularly when Elton 
Britt performed his unusual yodel song. 
“Ezra” sang Home on the Range to more 
applause, Zeke added the clowning touch 
and “Pappy” brought a splendid bass 
voice to the spirituals and camp meet- 
ing songs the group so lustily presented. 

Hal Sherman’s eccentric dancing and 
his eomedy kept the audience in further 
good humor. His solo versions of the 
carioca and adagio dance were particu- 
larly funny. With him is good-looking 
Inez King, a good comedy foil and an 
excellent torch singer. 

The closing act is the dance revue of 
Grace DuFay and Company. Miss Du- 
Fay is an excellent acrobatic and con- 
tortionistic dancer; the trio of Dot, Dona 
and Teddy offered rhythmic taps of all 
descriptions, and Eddie Stuart presented 
a real novelty in which he tapped out a 
piano melody with his feet.

Radio City Music Hall, N. Y.

It’s not the picture that’s outstanding 
this week, it’s the stage show. The film, 
Grand Canary (Fox), is only fair and 
not expected to draw. Stage show, tho; 
produced by Leon Leonidoff, is really 
something to talk about. 

Firstly, the overture is an applause 
getter by itself. Erno Rapee’s Symphony 
Orchestra presents the Poet and Peasant 
Overture, with Richard Leibert accom- 
panying at the organ. The special ar- 
Tangement for organ and orchestra was 


written by Maurice Baron, and it is out- 
standing, lifting the overture out of the 
ordinary class and making it a punchy 
novelty. 

The show proper is divided into five- 
parts, the five senses. Opens with Scent, 
the stage revealing a huge perfume bot- 
tle at the same time that the theater is 
filled with the scent of perfume. A 
clever opening, of course. The 36 Rus- 
sell Markert girls contribute dance for- 
mations. 


The second is Taste. Opening with a 
“wine card” drop, it goes into a sidewalk 
cafe scene in which The Leaders, a male~ 
quartet led by Edward Smalle, sing while 
Sunny Rice offers an eccentric tap 
dance. Miss Rice isn’t much of a dancer, 
but she has an engaging and pert per- 
sonality. The ballet troupe follows with 
an applause-winning number. 

Next scene is Touch. This is the 
weakest number. It has Robert Weede 
singing Languorous Lacy, written by Er- 
win Straus and A. Silverman. Weede has 
a robust tenor voice. He is followed by a 
dance number by Nicholas Daks and 
Nina Whitney. They offer an interesting 
modernistic routine, backed by good’ 
staging and lighting effects. 

The fourth sense, Sound, has a Tony 
Sarg marionette playing a tiny piano, 
the hand movements correspondjng per- 
fectly with the piano music offstage. 
This one drew a big hand. ‘ 

The last item, Sight, has Lita Drew, a 
coloratura, making her debut, while The 
Leaders quartet assists in a cafe scene. 
Miss Drew has a fine coloratura voice, 
but can improve her delivery. The sec- 
ond part of this scene makes a grand 
flourish and a smash finish for the show 
The Rockettes and the ballet girls join 
in an old-time Gay '90s scene. The girls, 
dresse@ in gaudy dresses, present a 
startling sight as they lift their skirts 
to reveal sleek gartered legs. This 
finale brought a terrific hard. 

Altho the show is not perfect, it dis- 
plays an encouraging attempt to present 
something original in a clever and show.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Happening across some old records cf RKO’s Photo and 
Press Bureau, a list prepared December 15, 1927, was unearthed showing that the 


department was servicing 246 vaude theaters at the time. 


At this writing the 


department, still in existence. is servicing only nine houses. Thus in a period of 
six and a half years there was a ‘lrop of 237 theaters. Those 246°theaters meant 
a weekly income to RKO at the time of $1,307.50, which was received in $2.50, $5 
and $7.50 service fees, Of the nine theaters now being serviced eight are booked by

IATSE Not To 
Hamper Units 


Browne says he won’t 
make it tough for vaude 
units——new rule for units

NEW YORK, July 23.—Altho the In- 
ternational Alliance intends to tighten 
up on “traveling units” and “intact — 
shows,” George E. Browne, head of the 
IATSE, says that he “won't put any 
stones in the way of vaude producers.” 
This statement is encouraging for pro- 
ducers, who fear restrictions by the 
stagehands’ union will make it tough for 
them to produce economically next sea- 
son. 

Under the current rules, a traveling 
vaude show running under 60 minutes 
is classified as a “traveling unit” and 
must carry at least one stagehand. If 
the uni‘ carries special lighting effects, 
it must a second stagehand, 
unless exempted by the IA office. Shows 
running over 60 minutes are classified 
as “shows” or “productions” and must 
carry at least three stagehands (carpen- 
ter, property man and electrician). 

The latest amendment to the IA con- 
stitution, passed by the recent conven- 
tion and now in Browne's hands for 
action, reads, “any unit traveling intact 
and being presented to the public as a 
revue or presentation is hereby con- 
strued as a traveling unit.” It also rules 
that “the addition of any act or attrac- 
tion to the traveling uni shall not 
change the classification to anything 
other than a traveling unit. Any unit 
running longer than one hour for pres- 
entation shall be regarded as shows or 
production.” 

This amendment is aimed at intact 
shows that often failed to carry special 
scenery and which sought to evade the 
classification of “traveling unit.”

CCC Project 


Word from Washington is 

favorable—New York re- 

lief play goes on the ether 
® 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Renewed hope 
for the project of routing relief plays 
thru all governmental CCC camps was 
held out in a letter from Washington 
received today by Frank Gillmore, presi- 
dent of Equity, who has been working 
hard on the project for the last few 
months. Nothing as yet is final, Gill- 
more said, and added that no details 
could be given. Washington is opposed 
to any announcements prior to their 
actually being set. 

The project was originally lined up as 
sending 100 companies thru all the CCC 
camps in the nation. After strenuous 
work on the part of Equity officials it 
was about ready to be set when the 
drought set in, and drought relief made 
heavy demands upon governmental 
dough. Because of the national emer- 
gency the actors’ project was tabled on 
the verge of being okehed. 

It was, however, figured possible that 
the plan might go thru in a modified 
form, with 50 companies being sent out 
instead of the original 100, such troupes 
to play only in the East instead of 
blanketing the nation. If the plan is 
finally okehed it will probably be under 
some such modified form. 

Meanwhile relief plays sponsored by 
the Works Division of the Department 
of Public Welfare continue to be given 
here, with the traveling troupes meeting 
with great success. The wandering 
plays are transported on converted gar- 
bage trucks, which let down their sides 
to provide the stage. Huge crowds have 
been attending the performances. 

Also, the Portable Theater Players 
will make their debut on the air to- 
morrow afternoon at 4 o’clock, when an 
abridged version of Uncle Tom’s Cabin 
will be given over WOR. “Tom” in- 
augurated the portable season and the 
same cast that plays it from the truck 
will give it over the air. . 

The Department of Public Welfare 
also sent out this week an S O § for 
wardrobes and props. Scenery and 
props are made at the department’s own 
arts and crafts workshop, but some 
things are still needed.

FROW OUT FRONT

One last word on our newest national fad, boycotting, and then the whole 
affair will be dropped from this corner until such time as the reformers march 
directly upon the theater. They will march upon it eventually; that much is cer- 

The rumbling from behind the hills grows hourly more ominous. 


So far as can be gathered from the incoherent and manifold utterances of the 
little whitewashers, all eager to break into print, the prime and, in fact, the only 
reason for the so-eagerly-insisted-upon cleanup of films is their horrible effect 
upon our nation’s youth. A lad, according to crusading leaders, sees the evil 
cinematographic antics of Mae West, and forthwith rushes from the theater with 
lust in his heart and mad schemes in his brain. A lass sees the fervid embraces of 
the screen's super-sex-salesmen, and forthwith grips out from under the marquee, 
lightly looking for a lover. 


All of that, I submit, is poppycock. The reformers, looking eagerly about for 
something on which to hang their sadistic fervor, chanced upon recent disputes 
concerning the effect of the screen upon our youths and maidens. And, without 
proof, they hung up their banner, making it the rallying point of their endeavor. 
If there is any proof at all, it poirts in the opposite direction. Scientific surveys 
have repeatedly indicated that the much-feared influence of films upon the young 
is negligible. And, of course, there is the added angle that, in practically every 
film house in our land, the erotic maneuvers on the screen seldom if ever equal 
those in the iast row of the balcony. 

The influence of films upon the young has yet to be proved. The reformers 
speak about it glibly enough, but they have yet to furnish even the tiniest scrap 
of evidence. Because moral leaders are afraid to face the obvious failure of their 
own teachings, they lay the blame upon that outside influence most open to attack. 
Lacking a scrap of evidence, they ask that an incipient art be tied down to the 
mental level of backward 12-year-old children—children who ought to be kept by 
their parents at home or outdoors instead of at picture houses anyhow. 

It is true, if you want to insist, that films seldom get above a 12-year-old level 
even now. But occasionally they do, and of recent years the signs have been 
hopeful. There is no reason to tie down intelligence even in a field which has been 
singulerly lacking in the practice of it. 


Even if you grant the influence of films upon children, what have you? You 
have the singular spectacle of the reformers insisting that certain business men in 
Hollywood assume the functions of the nation’s parents. For, surely, the only real 
responsibility for a child’s moral education lies with its parents. If parents allow 
it to go to film theaters indiscriminately (so that they can continue playing bridge 
or playing golf or making !ove to another child’s parents) that is hardly the fault 
of the gentlemen in Hollywood. It would be somewhat ridiculous, even the re- 
formers may admit, to ban al! the nudes of Raphael and Rembrandt and Tintoretto 
from our museums, merely because an occasional child may happen to view them. 

If films do exercise an influence upon children (which they dq not), and even 
if that influence is harmful, it is the parents and not the films that are to

Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the League, 
appointed a committee to work out de- 
tails and get co-operation of Equity and 
other theatrical wnions, without which 
the plan is impossible. Committee in- 
cludes Lee Shubert, Martin Beck, Law- 
rence Schwab, Marcus Heiman, William 
Jasie and Gordon. After Equity okehs 
the 12 performances—if it does—it will 
be necessary to get concessions from both 
the stagehands and the musicians before 
the plan goes into effect. Theatrical 
union circles figure that such concessions 
will probably be forthcoming, in view of 
the additional work. : 


Frank Gillmore, president of Equity,. 
was present at the League meeting Mon- 
day. Dr. Moskowitz later sent him a 
letter outlining the plan, which was read 
at the Equity council meeting Tuesday 
The council, however, deferred action, and 
asked for further details. There is @ 
chance that the question may come up 
at the next council meeting, which isn’t 
until July 31, but even that is doubtful. 
On the question involving such a change 
in the basic Equity contract--raising the 
number of weekly performances to 12 
from the eight that have been written in 
since the contract went into effect—it 
is figured that the council will take no 
responsibility on its own shoulders, and 
that a mass mecting of the Equity mem- 
bership will have to be called before the 
change can be made. With actors at 
present out of town in large numbers, 
it is figured that such a meeting is un- 
likely before the end of August. 

In return for the 12-performance con- 
cession, the managers are guaranteeing 
that at least 10 shows will go out and 
make tours of at least 10 weeks each. 
Various of the managers are ready with 
backing for the scheme. 

The League is impatient at Equity’s 
delay, figuring that it will take time to 
work the thing out, and desiring to start 
it with the beginning of the new season. 


Meanwhile other angles of the scheme 
are projected, providing the road angle 
can be eventually worked out. One of 
these would include the provision that 
no manager would sell film rights to any 
show until the stage version had play 
itself out, thus avoiding situations like 
that which confronted Men in White 
this season. Also, no film rights would 
be sold before all contemplateu road tours 
had been finished.

Casino de Paree Is Proving 
Stiff Competition for Legit 


NEW YORK, July 21. — Just three 
musicals are now weathering the heat in 
our legitimate theaters and, of those 
three, two are due to fold tonight. The 
musical comedy field is out on its feet, 
with little resuscitation in sight—and 
not the least of the reasons is Billy 
Rose’s Casino de Paree and other joy 
caves of its type. 


The Casino this week put on a new 
revue. It is not a legit revue in any 
sense of the word, but, judging from 
the wreck of a once prosperous field, it 
can be figured as a legit revue’s keenest 
competition. Customers, if they hold 
down their appetites and their thirst, 
can get by at the Casino at least as 
cheaply as at a revue; there is the added 
fillip of eating and drinking while 
watching the show, and the problem of 
a place for after-show dancing is taken 
care of. Even if the Casino’s garish 
decor does hurt a sensitive eye, there 
are advantages in that arrangement. 

Irrespective of its merits as a club 
show, the new revue in itself can hardly 
be figured as any sort of competition 
for legit extravanganzas. It is enter- 
taining and smooth running, with its 
two early-morning halves separated by 
dancing for the customers and by com- 
munity singing. It has an imposing list 
of. principals and it is well mounted. 
But, aside from the entertainment that 
the principals themselves supply, there 
is nothing to catch interest. Billy Rose 
furnished several special numbers, but 
two of them, both clever, are ruined by 
Mr. Rose’s bevy of clothes-horses (or 
unclothed horses?), who chant them in 


Outside of much too much of the girls 
there is nothing in particular wrong. 
Willie Howard lends zest life and humor 
and makes something fresh and enter- 
taining even out of a show overheavy 
with the synthetic aphrodisiac of acres 
of bare and powdered flesh. J. Harold 
Murray sings in better voice than ever. 
Gracie Barrie also sings, and cutely, tho 
at times she’s on a bit too long at a 
stretch. Paul Draper doés his supcrla- 
tive tapping, Peggy Taylor and the 
Kitchen Pirates do their superlative 
adagio and Hughie Clarke and Homer 
Romaine help out with the old-fashioned 
numbers. 


The gals, one supposes, are nice 
enough to look upon, tho that particular 
type never did manage to excite this 
reporter unduly. They display them- 
selves determinedly thruout the show, 
even including a community strip num- 
ber in their repertoire. As a matter of 
record, the strip wasn't too well done. 
In the second show they are led by 
Georgia Southern in a hotcha number, 
in which Miss Southern’s routine and 
absence of costume set a new mark for 
vulgarity.

blame. There is no, possible excuse for 
any child seeing any film which its 
parents consider harmful. Newspapers in 
every town in the land devote columns 
to reports of coming attractions. There 
is no possible reason for parents to lack 
knowledge as to what the coming films 
are about. If the pictures may be harm- 
mn aad do they let their children at- 
‘’ 


Because parents have been lax, from 
the reformers’ point of view, the crusaders 
are attempting to emasculate an industry 
that may in time become an art. It seems 
rather senseless. 


Certain film practices, however, should 
be frowned upon, in deference to those 
parents who do think that pictures can 
influence their children. Thus, in an 
adventure story there is no excuse for in- 
cluding scenes of passion or sin; in pic- 
tures aimed, thru their type, at a child 
trade there is no excuse for the inclusion 
of adult (or adult-moron) sequences. 
Films have indulged in that sort of thing 
on occasion, and they have been wrong. 
A film must be aimed at one type of trade 
or the other. 

Similarly, houses should be forced to 
be careful in —_e double bills. The 
same sort of discrimination must there 
be evidenced, as also in vaudeville-film 
houses. Two years ago Loew’s State, in 
New York, was a case in point, playing 
Skippy and NTG’s nude and lewd Holly- 
wood Revue on the same bill. That should 
not be countenanced. But that is hardly 
reason enough to tie an entire industry 
into a reformer-made diaper. 


Possibly a plan suggested in this corner 
@ year ago might solve the question. It 
was hinted that films might gain in pres- 
tige and trade and intelligence if houses 
were divided into groups, each group with 
its own clientele and type of entertain- 
ment. The reasons are obvious, and they 


em have been gone into before. Then why 


not have certain theaters playing ex- 

clusively for the child trade, leaving the 

others to take care of morons and ordi- 

nary people and devotees of art-films, 

each according to its own type of trade? 

There is money in that idea, too, if the 
men could only see it. 


Speaking of money, no attempt has 
been made to go into the economic angles 
of the present boycott. They are obvious 
and they speak for themselves. Literally 
millions of admittedly innocent people 
will be thrown out of work by the militant 
men of God if this thing is allowed to 
continue. An industry, among the great- 
est in the nation, will be crippled just at 
the time when every effort is needed to 
salvage the national economic structure. 

All of that, however, hardly matters. 
to the reformers. Millions may starve, 
bereft of their jobs; an industry may be 
halted, seriously impairing the work of 
national recovery. But, meanwhile, little 
Johnny Jones has been prevented from 
gazing on the lewd antics of Mae West, 
and little Annie Smith has been pre- 
served from the contamination of seeing 
the bare thighs of Johnnie Weismuller. 


This present boycott and all things 
like it must be controlled if we are to 
age any semblance of sanity in the 
and. Once the publicity-mad and sex- 
repressed sadists feel the taste of blood 
and the hot mead of victory, there is no 
telling to what lengths they may go. In 
Boston, for instance, there is a plan afoot 
which will not censor, but which will 
boycott for a month all pictures of a pro- 
ducer condemned of having released 2 
fim which seems to the reformers 
salacious. Thus, the Boston infants will 
be allowed to see the so-called dirty pic- 
ture, but will be barred from witnessing 
the evil perversions of Skippy or Mrs. 
Wiggs or Treasure Island, if those films 
happen to be made by the same producer. 

The boycott is bound, if successful, to 
spread to other flelds. It may ultimately 
include newspapers and museums and 
beach apparel ard even the private lives 
of public individuals. That may seem 
remote now, but so did the present boy~ 
cott a few months ago. And once the 
half-brains of the reformers are further 
inflamed with fresh blood, they will go 
on and on and on. It is, you seg, the 
great Modern Crusade, far more glorious 
(and attenied with much more publicity 
and much less danger) than the former 
ones. 


To end with a quote from Herman Mel- 
ville, one of our three great American 
writers: 

If some books are deemed most baneful 
and thetr sule forbid, how then with 
deadlier facts, not dreams of doting men? 
Those whom books will hurt will not be 
proof against events. Events, not books, 
should be forbid.

Wholesale Closing 


PHILADELPHIA, July 21.—Philadel- 
phia’s film theaters definitely will not 
close in concerted protest at the Catho- 
lic total boycott here. 


Position of Stanley-Warner Theaters 
was made clear on Monday night at a 
testimonial dinner given Lewen Pizor, 
retiring president of the Motion Picture 
Theater Owners of Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, Southern New Jersey and Dela- 
ware, at the Bellevue-Stratford. 

Joseph Bernhard, general manager of 
Warner Theaters, attacked the boycott 
as unfair, but stated that owing to nu- 
merous petitions received from various 
sources the Warner houses would aban- 
don their plan of closing. The original 
two-week notice to employees fell due 
last Tuesday and Bernard’s statement 
on the eve of its maturity relieved the 
local tension. Bernard revealed that 
the Stanley-Warner company had re- 
ceived petitions from. city officials, 
Chambers of Commerce, business men’s 
groups, various clubs and 2,800 individu- 
al signatures of business men. 

Charles Segall, new president of the 
MPTO, stated that the independent ex- 
hibitors would follow the Stanley-War- 
ner lead. 


Addressing the meeting were Justice 
John W. Kephart, of. the Pennsylvania 
State Supreme Court; Ed Kuykendall, 
national president of ‘the MPTOA, and 
representatives of local women’s clubs. 
Louis Nizor presided as toastmaster. 


Licensing of Films 


Helps N. Y. Budget 


ALBANY, N. Y., July 21.—As a result 
of the inspection and licensing of mo- 
tion picture films the State of New 
York received a revenue of $230,499.92 
during the fiscal year which ended June 
30. This is an increase of $5,499.92, being 
an excess of the amount estimated 
would be received from this source of 
revenue by Governor Lehman in his an- 
nual budget for this period. This fact 
was disclosed in a financial statement 
made public yesterday showing the 
estimated amount of revenue anticipated 
from the several sources of income by 
the State. 


The governor estimated that the mo- 
tion picture industry would show the 
Tevenue to be $225,000 when actually 
the amount of $230,499.92 was received. 
The motion picture industry was one 
of the five sources of State revenue out 
of 20 which exceeded the amounts esti- 
mated by the governor,

Odors Enjoined 


STURGIS, Mich., July 21.—Con- 
tending that the odor of fried potato 
chips and pop corn lessens his 
Patrons’ enjoyment of motion pic- 
tures, C. C. Newmann, owner of 
the Strand Theater here, obtained a 
temporary injunction against C. F. 

immerman, who operates a shop in 
the theater building. Under the 
terms of the injunction Zimmer- 
man is restrained from allowing 
any offensive odors to enter the 
theater. As a result he has rented 
a building near by to roast peanuts, 
fry potato chips and pop his corn

Scrapping Plays 
Costing Millions . 


HOLLYWOOD, July 21.—Falling under 
the blow struck by the churches of the 
nation, the major studios are taking it 
on the nose for millions with stories and 
productions being shelved here this week. 

Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer lead the dis- 
carding this week by shelving some of 
the most expensive stories they had 
ready for the 1934-35 season. Among 
them were Vanessa, which William 
Howard was to have directed and in 
which Helen Hayes was to Btar. Repeal, 
the Charles Francis Coe story with Clarke 
Gable and Jean Harlow, has been erased 
from the production slate, as has Pro- 
fessional Correspondent, which was to 
have been the first for Mady Christians.

Universal is at work on One More River 
getting it ready for Breen, and at the 
same time has writers at work on Angel 
and Fanny, both of which have been 
taken off the production schedule until 
objectionable parts can be eliminated. 

Announcement was made this week

Rosenblatt Report to President

film industry—110 persons in pictures receive more 
than President of the United States 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—In a report to General Hugh Johnson yesterday, Sol 
Rosenblatt pointed out that while the motion picture industry was suffering a 
loss last year of $19,500,000, 110 persons in pictures received salaries higher than 


that of the President of the United States. 


The highest amount received was that 


of an unnamed actor who drew down $315,000 for emoting before the cameras. 
The second highest salary was $296,000 to an actress, who drew down $10,000 weekly 
when working.

Form Organization 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 21.—A group 
of independent Milwaukee County ex- 
hibitors meeting here last week inaugu- 
rated plans for the formation of a 
strictly independent group by electing 
E. P. Maertz, Zenith Theater, temporary 
president, and Etta Weisner, Shorewood, 
Downer and Cudahy theaters, and Harry 
Perlewitz, Parkway, temporary secretary 
and treasurer, respectively. 

The group sent the following wire to 
three officials of Warner Bros.: “Inde- 
pendent theater owners representing 60 
theaters in Milwaukee County in meeting 
assembled are tnformed of pending deal 
with Saxe theaters, which will give Saxe 
theaters Warner-First National product 
in Milwaukee, whereby Warner theaters 
will show product at 10 cents less than 
Saxe admission, thereby depriving inde- 
pendent theaters of your product. 

“Exhibitors referred to view this pro- 

deal with utmost disfavor, and 
if the deal is closed independent ex- 
hibitors in Milwaukee County and in 
the State at large will resent the dis- 
crimination and will be governed ac- 
cordingly. Relationship between Wis- 
consin independent exhibitors and your 
company has been most cordial for 
years, but the independent exhibitors 
have reached the point where they will 
not be discriminated against, and we 
urge you to consider carefully before ap- 
proving any deal which will alienate 
good will of Milwaukee and Wisconsin 
independent theater owners.” 


Portland Against Duals 

PORTLAND, Ore., July 21.—Oregon ex- 
hibitors were recently sent questionnaires 
by Zoning and Clearance Board, asking 
their opinion or policy on continuation 
of double billing in their houses. Eighty- 
five per cent answered in the negative. 
It is therefore confidentjy expected that 
double billing will shortly be a thing of 
the past in this State. 


Business Thruout Country Is 
Little Below Summer Normal 


NEW YORK, July 21.— from 
key spots show that with the exception 
of the West Coast and parts of Minne- 
sota conditions are very little below the 
hot weather average of former yeaPs. 
The general strike on the Coast caused 
125 houses to close in San Francisco 
and in Seattle the theaters are getting 
little patronage due to unsettled labor 
conditions. 

Taken as a whole, few of the larger 
cities are feeling any effect from the 
boycott.

1932. 

The public’s equity in the common 
stock of the five major companies dropped 
from a high of #960,000,000 in 1930 tu 
$140,000,000 on a basis of the latest quota- 
tions. A composite of ail production, dis- 
tribution and exhibition showed: Assets 
of $938,158,000 and net profits of $21,- 
459,000 in 1931; assets of $762,115,000 and’ 
a loss of $41,372,000 in 1932; assets of 
$667,875,000 and a loss of $19,589,000 in 
1933. 

The report showed a regular pay roll 
of $133,240,000 to 48,275 in 1931 and a pay 
roll of $109,000,000 to 47,422 employees in 
1933. In 1933 there were 28,055 actors and 
actresses who received $25,834,000. In 
1931 there were 20,503 who -received 
$37,077,000.

PITTSBURGH, July 21.—Local thea- 
ter men still claim that the Legion of 
Decency drive has little effect on their 
box-office receipts, even tho members 
of 11 more churches here signed pledges 
last Sunday to stay away “from all mo- 
tion pictures except those that do not 
offend decency and Christian morality.”

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BOYCOTT HURTING LITTLE 


Churches Watching Activities 
In Hollywood General Cleaning 


Key cities showing no effect from boycott--smaller towns 
feel minor effect — screen writers resent cramping of 
style—many bills ready to go before Congress 


* 
NEW YORK, July 21.—This week has seen 2 lessening in the boycott agitation. 
The newspapers confined their stories to the inside pages and cut down on the 


space. 


Most of the things that could be said against the picture business were 


said in the first week of the campaign and it is becoming increasingly difficult to 


add to the general damnation. 


Reports from the country indicate that if the 


boycott is really under way its weight is scarcely felt. In the key cities there has 
been no drop off in patronage except in theaters where the pictures were not up 


to standard. It is conceded that in some 
of the smaller communities there has 
been a falling off of patronage, but not 
in the degree expected. This is due, 
perhaps. to the fact that the pictures 
made in the latter part of the season 
were by some chance cleaner than those 
of the early part. There is little in the 
late releases that the churches could take 
exception to. 

A spokesman for the church groups this 
week stated that the church does not 
advocate wishy-washy films. It realizes 
that sex is necessary to stories, but in- 
sists that it can be handled delicately 
and should not be flung into a story for 
itself alone. 

He saic that the churches are willing 
to give the producers a chance to clean 
up and are convinced that an effort is 
being made along this line, but that the 
churches will continue to use the boycott 
as a club until clean films are assured. 


HOLLYWOOD, July 21.—The Screen 
Writers’ Guild went on record here yes- 
terday as opposed to the church moves 
toward censorship. The writers claim 
that if they were forced to follow the 
dictates of the reform groups all writing 
would be stereotyped, originality would 
be killed and it would be useless to make 
pictures. 

They claim that sex is the basis of al- 
most every story and altho some writers 
carry it too far, the whole craft should 
not be condemned. 


WASHINGTON, July 2i—It looks like 
a flood of legislation for censorship and 
abolition of block booking will come up 
at the next session of Congress. It is 
understood that 11 bills are now ready 
with a deluge to follow. 

It is predicted that no member will 
have the temerity to vote to keep a bill 
off the floor if it pertains to government 
supervision of the motion picture busi- 
ness. 


Chain Names Woman 


As Film Supervisor 


DALLAS, July 21.—-The Interstate Cir- 
cuit, Inc., controller of Dallas’ five 
first-run motion picture theaters, this 
week announced the appointment of 
Mrs. Clarence Echols, prominent local 
clubwoman and social worker, to the 
post of supervisor of films for Interstate 
theaters here. 

Mrs. Echols, who has served four 
terms as chairman of a better films com- 
mittee of the Dallas Council of Parent- 
Teacher’s Associations, now becomes 
head of a permanent committee to pre- 
view all picture releases and classify 
them as to suitability for adults, whole 
families or children. 

R. J. O'Donnell, vice-president and 
genera) manager of Interstate, declared: 

“We have enlisted Mrs. Echols’ serv- 
ices to advance the cause of better films, 
and it is only fair to theater interests 
represented by Interstate for the public 
to recognize the fact that we anticipated 
by many months the present movement 
sponsored by three large church groups.” 


Blues To Clamp Down 


PITTSBURGH, July 21. — Religious 
leaders in Monongahela Valley are con- 
ducting a drive to close all theaters in 
that district on Sunday. While the blue 
law is in effect there, some 20 houses 
have been operating on the Sabbath day 
by paying the necessary fine required by 
law. Church chiefs urge State authori- 
ties to raise the fine so that the houses 
in that territory will find it unprofitable 
to operate on Sundays. 


Lack of Product 
Brings Reissues 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Due to the up- 
set of routine in the Hollywood studios, 
product is expected to be scarce for the 
next month. This is indicated by many 
producers who announce that “due to 
popular demand” pictures that were pop- 
ular a year ago are being dusted off and 
sent on the road again. We are likely 
to see many of the hits of last year ad- 
vertised as “request” features. 

RKO has announced that the public 
clamor for Cimarron has caused the pro- 
ducers to reissue this epic. MGM's Min 
and Bill and the Fox feature, Cavalcade, 
have been taken off the shelf for the 
benefit of the agitated public.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Members of the 
Association of Motion Picture Advertis- 
ers are going to have an opportunity to 
do their stuff on September 20, when the 
AMPA Revels will be staged. Every mem- 
ber who thinks he can entertain 1s asked 
to become a member of the cast of the 
greatest show on earth. 

Every member with a suppressed de- 
sire to strut his stuff is asked to enter 
his name and what his chief accomplish- 
ments are.

Krimsky To Produce 


PITTSBURGH, July 21.—John Krimsky, 
on his way to Hollywood, stopped here 
last week to arrange local dates for the 
English-speaking version of Maedchen in 
Uniform.

PITTSBURGH, July 21.—Theater men 
here are viewing with alarm the free 
shows given in department stores, play- 
grounds and parks. Claim that public 
can get plenty of free entertainment 
without paying a penny. Most of the 
parks here on Sundays offer free stage 
shows and talkies. These shows are always 
attended by large crowds. 

The leading stores, as a means of boost- 
ing their products, furnish entertainment 
daily. A number of business establish- 
ments are equipped to present movie 
programs. While their brand of enter- 
tainment cannot as yet compete with 
theater offerings, amusement authorities 
claim, at the same time, that growing 
attendance will induce store managers 
to book high-class attractions. 


Kuykendall Asks Exhibs 
To Fight Free Shows

Bishop Farley, in Fall River, Mass., re- 
cently went after the scalp of Hays and 
later Father McCaffry, of the Inter-Paith 
Committee, stated that it was his in- 
tention to deal directly with the pro- 
ducers instead of Hays in the drive for 
clean pictures. 

It was the committee's belief, said 
Father McCaffry, that Hays nad not lived 
up to his promise to cleanse the movies, 
and it was time that pressure be brought 
to bear upon the individual members of 
the organization headed by Hays. 

Almost each day finds new voices de- 
manding the resignation of Hays but no 
one believes he will leave of his own 
volition. 


Chi Exchanges 
Refuse To Cancel 


CHICAGO, July’ 21.—The announce- 
ment from the Hays office that exhibitors 
would be permitted to cancel objection- 
able pictures if they were produced be- 
fore July 15 met with a rebuff this week 
from local film exchanges when an ex- 
hibitor tried to take advantage of what 
he thought was his right. 

“Salacious pictures can’t be canceled,” 
Maurice Rubin, operator of the Lake and 
Uptown theaters, Michigan City, Ind., said 
after a booking trip here the first part of 
the week. “The producers are hiding 
behind a smoke screen, They are ‘passing 
the buck’ on to the theater managers. 
Of all the exchanges I visited, not one 
picture produced before July 15 couid I 
cancel. One company had the nerve to 
say cancellation of pictures was in viola- 
tion of the code. Others said I could 
cancel a picture if another were sub- 
stituted. But, under the block purchas- 
ing system, there are no pictures to sub- 
stitute.” 

Mr. Rubin went on to say that at one 
place he was actually laughed at for even 
suggesting that a picture be canceled. 
The Chicago exchanges evidently have 
not yet been advised of Mr. Hays’ edict.

Seen in Grand Rapids 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., July 21— 
Elimination of double features in Grand 
Rapids is expected to be accomplished by 
September or October, as a result of in- 
dividual agreements of producers to per- 
mit local exhibitors new contracts. 

Announcement that duals will be 
banned here follows on the heels of ef- 
forts by a local group seeking film cen- 
sorship that they would demand rigid 
restrictions unless double bills were 
eliminated. H. M. Richey, general man- 
ager of Michigan Allied, took the matter 
up with the Big Fight producers and is 
repofted here to have received assurance 
from each company they would co- 

te. The assurance came individually, 
not collectively. 

For a year and a Half agitation has been 
carried on here for censorship of films. 
Exhibitors managed to convince leaders 
that licenses for each film were not 
needed, with admittance based on the 
license classification. Exhibitors are eager 
to work with welfare, P. T. A. and church 
leaders here, and say high co-operation 
has been received, with an inteiligent 
treatment of facts. Recently a classifica- 
tion of pictures into family and adult 
types was set up, with exhibitors agree- 
ing that if duals were shown the entire 
program and not each picture would be 
graded. Thus, if one film was adult fare 
and the other juvenile the entire bill 
would be classified as adult to guide 
parents in sending children to see that 
program. 


Pictures’ Champions 
Rushing Into Print 


PITTSBURGH, July 21.—As a result of 
numerous complaints from movie fans 
received by local newspapers and person- 
to-person talks between theater man- 
agers and dramatic editors, dailies here 
are at last considering the exhibitor’s part 
in the current Legion of Decency drive 
and feature him favorably in news stories 
and movie editors’ columns. 

Until recently only the religious leaders 
conducting this drive were given the 
break in print. From every angle the 
exhibitor and producer seemed to be at 
fault. Fortunately, it aroused the ire of 
readers who demanded that the “other 
side” ought to be given a chance to pre- 
sent its version. And now columns con- 
ducted by Karl Krug, Kaspar Monahan 
and Florence Fisher Parry defend the 
movie men’s case and point out just how 
far they are willing to go along and clean 
up their products.

Sacrifice 


In trying to get the lowdown on the church angle of 
the national film boycott we interviewed a man who acts 
as adviser to the church groups. He stated that the heads 
of the movement are not fanatics, but level-headed men 
who know what they want and how to get it. 


He stated emphatically that should the producers 
sacrifice Will Hays they would regain the confidence of 
the churches and the boycott would no doubt be called off 
almost immediately. He pointed out that the move is not 
a spontaneous one. It has been growing for years. The 
churches, he said, have repeatedly asked Hays to induce 
his members to clean up. Each time Hays promised to do 
so, but the films became more and more salacious until the 
boycott resulted. 


The spokesman does not expect the producers to put 
Hays on the spot, for they need him as a goat in this case. 
However, the church leaders will bear down as long as Hays 
is spkesman for the producers. Even the frantic efforts of 
Hollywood to clean house are not looked upon with any great 
degree of confidence. It is the old cry of wolf and the boy- 
cott leaders are not to be fooled again. 


The spokesman stated that as long as Hays is at the 
helm of the producers’ organization, just so long will all 
product from Hollywood be viewed with suspicion. There 
will be no letup on the part of the churches even after the 
first signs of a complete cleansing are visible. 


On the face of things it would seem that the producers 
should be willing to pay off Hays and start with a clean 
slate. The amount involved in canceling Hays’ contract 
would be trivial compared to the amount the producers 
and exhibitors stand to lose. It seems inconceivable that 
one man can stand in the way of an amicable solution to the 
industry’s difficulties. 


We do not underestimate Hays’ ability along certain 
lines, but when churchmen and exhibitors from all parts 
of the country demand his resignation there must be some- 
thing wrong. We do not doubt that in many instances the 
producers have ignored, the advice of Hays and are as 
much to blame as their organization leader, but as the 
head of the group Hays is singled out as the object of at- 
tack and all the good works he may do in the future will 
have little effect on the organized bodies of churches and 
civic organizations. ; 


We do not doubt that Hays in his present efforts is 
sincere and that he is trying to clean up pictures, but it is 
evident that this thought is not unanimously shared. We 
once called upon Hays to resign and there were gasps with- 
in the industry at our temerity. We have since heard the 
voices of churchmen and organization leaders voice the 
same sentiments. We again call upon Mr. Hays, in the 
best interests of the motion picture business, to tender his 
resignation. 


If the producers are not entirely blinded by their own 
importance, they cannot long continue to ignore the de- 
mand for the sacrifice of Hays. It is an unpleasant task, 
but the industry is too big to permit an individual to stand 
in the way of its relations with the millions of theater

Loew-Warner Bid 
May Be Accepted 


NEW YORK, July 21.—Under the lat- 
est bid of the Loew-Warner interests for 
the Metropolitan chain of houses the 
bondholders would receive 46 per cent of 
their original investment. This was 
brought out at a hearing before Federal 
Judge Mack yesterday. The new bid, 
which was not made public, will be for 
the bonds outstanding, and all bond- 
holders will be given 15 days in which 
to ratify or reject the bid. 

The Met chain consists of 187 houses 
in New York and New Jersey. Several 
groups were understood to have been 
dickering for the houses, but the com- 
bined bid of Loew and Warners topped 
them all. 

It is considered likely that the bid will 
be accepted if the government does not 
step in and flag it under the Sherman 
anti-trust law.. 


Kentucky Tax Ruling 
Is Causing Confusion 


FRANKFORT, Ky., July 21.—The fact 
that the State tax commission has by 
regulation established different brackets 
for collection of the amusement tax and 
the tax on retail sales of merchandise has 
caused considerable confusion among pa- 
trons of theaters, theater men here and 
in other cities of the State have said. 

Accustomed to paying the tax on mer- 
chandise sales according to that bracket, 
some theater patrons have complained 
about having to pay separate one-cent 
tax on each 15-cent or 25-cent ticket, in- 
stead of being allowed to group all tickets 
purchased at one time and paving on 
the basis of the total amount. However, 
the tax-commission regulation is bind- 
ing on theater operators, it was explained, 
and they have no choice in the matter. 

For example, a person purchasing two 
15-cent articles in a retail establishment 
pays only a one-cent tax, while the pur- 
chaser of two 15-cent theater tickets 
pays a tax of one cent on each ticket. 
The other side of the picture is that 
the purchaser of merchandise priced at 
10 cents pays a one-cent tax, while the 
purchaser of a 10-cent theater ticket pays 
no tax.

NEW YORK, July 21. — RKO Radio 
Pictures announces that, in association 
with Pioneer Pictures, it will produce 
The Three Musketeers in the new Tech- 
nicolor process.

A method for compensating those en- 

aged as artists, creative, interpretative, 
directorial, technical and supervisory ca- 
pacities on a basis of a minimum guar- 
anteed compensation against a per- 
centage of the receipts of the respective 
pictures upon which they have been en- 
gaged. 

A uniform production report system. 

A uniform budget schedule. 

A uniform production cost formula. 

To provide for regulation of salaries in 
proper cases. 

To direct that the services of emplovees 
not utilized by the then employing pro- 
ducer may be available upon such equit- 
able terms as a commission may prescribe 
and in a proper case to other producers. 

To make findings and report to thé pro- 
ducing company concerned when, in the 
opinion of the commission,. corporate as- 
sets have been wasted by production 
executives in their employment of any 
of the foregoing classes of employees 
above mentioned. 

If all the suggestions are carried out it 
looks, to observers, as the first step to- 
ward government supervision of the pic- 
ture business. It is not known what 
action President Roosevelt will take after 
his study of the report, but it is under- 
stood that many requests have come to 
the White House from all parts of the 
country asking for a shakeup in the pic- 
ture business that will give stockholders 
greater protection.

The first 
happened at Richland Center, Wis., on 
July 7, derailing several cars. The second 
happened on July 8, while traveling 20 
miles an nour when six miles from Mc- 
Gregor, Ia., when three stock cars were 
ditched, 25 horses killed and two others 
had to be shot. Tfte Circassian Prince 
suffered a broken leg. The show missed 
Prairie du Chien, Wis., and Maquoketa, 
Ia. Ina car containing 14 horses and 15 
colored musicians two men were hurt 
and all the horses were killed outright. 


Short Talks on Advertising 


(Second Series) 
4.—The Essence of Recovery 


Prepared by the Bureau of Research and Education, Advertising 
~. Federation of America. 


RESIDENT FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT recently wrote a letter to 
the president of the Advertising Federation of America in which he 
said: “Il hope the high standards which have made good advertising 


an economic and social force of vital importance to us all will be con- 
tinued. Your co-operation will be valuable to the restoration of improved 
levels and flow of trade. It also will help business and industry to return 
to better times.” 

In these words President Roosevelt stated his conviction that properly 
used advertising is one of the major forces now at work increasing busi- 
ness activity thruout the nation and that it will be an important factor 
in the recovery of prosperity. 

Our government has been called upon to perform many impossible 
feats, and it has responded nobly. Crises were met with courageous ac- 
tion. Emergency iegislation was passed in unprecedented speed and 
volume. With amazing swiftness, government agencies were created and 
started working, government funds were sent forth to substitute for 
private capital which had gone into hiding, and all industry was regi- 
mented for the huge job of reconstruction. 

While all this has been going on, learned experts have been busy 
studying and analyzing the component parts of our economic structure 
and our society, presenting conclusions and recommendations to the gov- 
ernment for further readjustments of the mechanical parts of that vast 
intricate machine which has been functioning so badly these last four 
years. 

The courage and energy of our government command admiration 
everywhere. Much that has been done is vitally important in restoring 
normal economic conditions. 

But there is one thing, most important of all, which the government 
cannot do—which no government on earth has ever been able to do for 
its people. That is to return the people themselves to normal conduct. 
The government cannot force a hundred million individuals to think and 
act in such a manner that the usual processes of business and society 
will ee their normal course. It cammot create confidence by com- 
mand. 

All the emergency decrees, all the readjustments undertaken by the 
government, are merely for the purpose of providing the necessary back- 
ground for the main action.

Thru adver- 
tising, dealers are encouraged to place advance orders and manufacturers 
are stimulated to modernize their plants, replace worn-out equipment and 
go ahead with the development and marketing of new products. Private 
investors and the banks are helped to regain the confidence necessary 
for financing new enterprise.

eling show and performers

CLEVELAND, July 21.—Thru an edict 
issued by Samuel W. Gumpertz, general 
manager of the Ringling-Barnum Circus, 
acts or performers with the Big Show 
hereafter will not be permitted to ap- 
pear with indoor circuses at any time 
anywhere and regardless of what aus- 
pices are concerned. It is Mr. Gum- 
pertz’s contention that when acts are 
seen too frequently, thru indoor work, 
it makes for an unhealthy condition for 
both the performer and the traveling 
show. In an exclusive interview with 
the local representative of The Billboard, 
Mr. Gumpertz said: 

“Hereafter no acts or performers 
appearing with the Big Show will be 
permitted to play indoor circus dates 
regardless of what auspices they may 
happen to be under. 

“People see an act or performer too 
often, thus the popular-appeal angle 
continues to wane and the outdoor cir- 
cus must suffer financially. This con-

iting the appearance of a circus within 
500 feet of a school or college while 
such school or college is in session. The 
James E. Cooper Top was instrumental 
in obtaining the setting aside of govern- 
ment ground for circus purposes, which 
ground is within the prohibited 500-foot 
radius of Columbia Institution for the 
Deaf. 


The winter and summer terms of this 
college would prohibit the appearance 
of the circus in Washington, and the 
effect of the regulation is to practically 
eliminate the circus from the nation’s 
capital. 


Melvin D. Hildreth, chairman of the 
legislative committee, has filed a vigor- 
ous protest with the commissioners and 
has asked for the right to appear before 
the board and make a statement in 
person 


For over 50 years the circus has ap- 
peared in Washington during May, and 
that it is a popular amusement for the 
nation’s capital is indicated by the fact 
that over 60,000 people visited the Ring- 
ling-Barnum show during its two-day 
engagement this spring. 

Altho a good many months wil] inter- 
vene before the coming of the show next 
spring, the James E. Cooper Top is los- 
ing no time in waging an intense battle 
against the unfair and absurd regula- 
tion just passed. 


Circuses Profit by

third of the audience could faintly see 
the horses and riders in action. 


LONDON, July 10.—It is reported that 
the World’s Championship Rodeo con- 
tests, which ended at White City, Lon- 
don, on July 6, sustained a loss of $125,- 
000 in the four weeks. Tex Austin, it 
is said, loses $50,000 and the remaining 
$75,000 is footed by the National Sport- 
ing Club of London and Lionel Bettison, 
who? sponsored the venture. Takings 
reached a gross of only $100,000, as 
against the record sum of $1,250,000 
when Austin held the rodeo at Wembley 
Stadium, near London, in 1924. Out of 
the present takings $25,000 was handed 
to proprietors of White City for ground 
Tent and $50,000 has gone to contestants 
as prize money. Reasons for the failure 
of the rodeo are given as bad location, 
With White City being none too acces- 
sible; inavailability of the ground on 
three nights a week owing to the sta- 
dium being already booked for dog rac- 
ing; shortness of the contests, with dele- 
tion of bulldogging and other events; 
Prices of admission too high and fre- 
quent, tho unsuccessful, onslaught of 
“cruelty to animals” cranks. The 140 
cowboy and cowgirl contestants are ex- 
pected to leave for America at the end 
of this week. 


“YOU WERE KIND enough to run a 
very nice story on the Pawnee Bil] Na- 
tional Rodeo in Fort Smith, Ark., June 
10-13," writes Jack De Lysle, executive

Fort Smith. “The show was a tremen- 
dous success.

FARGO, N. D., July 21.—Breaking all attendance records of more than the last 
decade, North Dakota State Fair at Fargo, July 9-14, was a great success from the 
standpoints of all concerned—public, show people and concessioners—according to 
John F. McGuire, president, and Frank S. Talcott, secretary. Following the free 
gate policy, adopted three years ago and found very satisfactory, grounds were 


crowded early and late, visitors coming 


from a radius of 75 miles. Attendance 


reached its peak Wednesday afternoon when a section of the bleachers, unused for 


14 years, had to be opened to accom- 
modate the crowds. Attendance was 
stimulated by the American Legion State 
convention, in session here three days. 
A charge of 25 cents was made at out- 
side gates Saturday afternoon for auto 
races. 


Weather was to order, except on after- 
noon of opening day when light rain in- 
terfered with the first performance. 
Other showers during the week served 
only to jay dust. 


Attractions Are Draws 


Crowds were indicative of a new era 
of “good times” in this drought-ridden 
area, officials believe. The drought, 
broken early in June in time to save 
crops, had been a discouraging factor in 
the last two State Fairs. The fair at- 
tracted more farm people than any for 
many years, live-stock men said. 


Altho exposition features were excel- 
lent, entertainment eclipsed them in in- 
terest for most visitors. Ernie Young

CHICAGO, July 21.—The witches of 
Caldor, or of Mauna Loa, or some other 
place seem to have put their curse on 
the fair and made it stick. It’s trouble 
here, there and the other place until 
concessioners are as jittery as a bride- 
groom at a shotgun wedding. 

Crowds—spending crowds—would cure 
most of the ills, but not all. Some of 
the ills are primarily the result of bad 
judgment, as, for instance, those of the 
village concessioners who spent a for- 
tune on architecture and so-called “at- 
mosphere” but have failed to give cus- 
tomers a fair two-bits worth for the 
quarter spent at the gate. Some of 
them are in so deep that no amount of 
crowds can pull them out. 

The concessioners within these vil- 
lages are hollering their heads off be- 
cause they are not getting a play. The 
villages are making frantic efforts to rem- 
edy the mistakes they have made and 
are throwing good money after bad to 
provide entertainment that will attract 
crowds. 

So far scarcely one spark of original- 
ity or knowledge of crowd psychology 
has been evidenced in providing such 
entertainment and results have been 
wholly wasted. Here and there a spot— 
Black Forest and Italian Village, for in- 
stance—has been pulling fairly well, but 
it is doubtful if one is actually making

“The one thing that 
stands out, however, is that the North 
Woods display was beyond all expecta- 
tions. 

“The publicity will bring returns for 
years to come. The thousands who 
visited us when weather permitted left 
the grounds thoroly convinced that 
Northern Wisconsin is the real play- 
ground of the Middle West and I am 
quite certain they will agree that no 
more clean, intellectual entertainment 
ever was offered.” 

A. M. Brayton, publisher of The Wis- 
consin State Journal and one of the ac- 
tive workers for the expo, has admitted 
in a lengthy editorial that mistakes were 
made in promoting the affair, but he 
has high praise for Mr. Mercedes’ efforts, 
attributing the loss to bad weather and 
failure to work up sufficient community 
co-operation.

AKRON, July 21.—Eastern Ohio amusement parks are en joying the best business 
in five years and operators without exception are highly optimistic over the outlook 
for the last half of the season, survey of a dozen major resorts by a representative 
of The Billboard has disclosed. Every established amusement center is operating 
and there is every indication that none will finish the season in the red. All six 
of the territory’s major amusement parks reported largest crowds and best Inde- 
pendence Day business in many years. In some instances new all-time attendance 


records were registered, this being true 
in Idora Park, Youngstown, which catered 
to better than 30,000 people on the holi- 
day. 

Meyers Lake Park, Canton, was jammed 
thruout the day, with every foot of park- 
ing area occupied and roads blocked with 
traffic until after the fireworks. It has 
a free gate. Hofbrau beer garden experi- 
enced its busiest day, with its 3,000 
capacity taxed until after midnight. 

Summit Beach Park registered its 
busiest day in several years, according to 
Mrs. Margaret Newman, owner-operator. 
Heavy newspaper exploitation and special 
attractions, including fireworks, con- 
tributed. The big Akron playground looks 
its best since rebuilding the resort was 
started two years ago. Several new mid- 
way attractions have been installed. 

H. W. Perry reports a bigger season than 
last in the ballroom and the bathing 
pool, in charge of Ed Latshaw, shows 50 
per cent increase over 1933. Picnic book- 
ings are unusually heavy. 

A. M. Beach, manager of Chippewa 
Lake Park, near Medina, reports business 
better than a year ago, with heavy 
grosses at the dance pavilion and all 
rides and concessions doing much better 
this summer. This spot also has several 
new features along its midway. Cottage 
demand has been much improved this 
season. 


Salt Lake Water Shortage

Attendance figures at amateur games 
show that it pays to put in a diamond. 
It helps especially in building good will 
with the followers of amateur games. 
The team is allowed courtesy of the 
park after games, as well as use of the 
bathhouse and showers, making condi- 
tions ideal for the summer season.” 


The slow cruiser has been replaced by 
a swift speedboat, which has been prov- 
en a wise move by the immensely greater 
popularity. Three new concessions have 
been constructed, cigaret shooting gal- 
lery, hen game and sport shop.

He is insistent that 
all radio announcers and script writers 
visit his park to get local color, so that 
they “know what they are talking 
about.”

Walled 
Lake, 20 miles northwest of Detroit, is 
owned by Walled Lake Park Company, 
of which Fred W. Pearce, brother of the 
manager, is president.

4 celebration. Estimated crowds of 20,000 
thronged the center and concessions re- 
ported good business. 

Gift to the State consists of all real 
estate, buildings and equipment occu- 
pied by the plunge, auditorium, Roller 
Coaster and roller rink, entire paved 
area between the prado south of these 
structures, subway to Bonita bay and 
street cars, with adjoining comfort sta- 
tions and waiting rooms and about 7,000 
feet of beach from the amusement cen- 
ter to the north edge of Mission Beach 
subdivision. 

Reasons for giving this property to 
the State were that the resort had had 
only two or three paying seasons since 
opening 10 years ago and to avoid pay- 
ment of $8,000 taxes this year.

Whirl

I came across a short Associated Press 
dispatch buried in an obscure part of my 
favorite newspaper the other day which 
told of Lew Wentz, Ponca City, Okla., who 
is said to have built a $95,000 swimming 
pool in that city. The story went on to 
say: “Mr. Wentz watches the crowds of 
swimmers with apparent enjoyment, but 
never goes in himself.” 

Why the editors of that international 
news association consider the fact that a 
pool man can't swim is startling news 1a 
beyond me. I know loads of operators of 
swim tanks who can’t hold themselves 
up in a pool and some who are even afraid 
of the water. 


As a matter of fact, it is very rarely 
that one sees a pool owner swimming in 
his own natatorlum a a public ses- 
sion at any rate. In my 12 years around 
tanks I have seen only two pool men 
swimming. and they were pretty bad at 
that. Of course, pool managers, as a 
rule, do a great deal of swimming in their 
own tanks, for in many cases pool man- 
agers are also instructors of swimming. 
But the owners of the aquadromes, as 
aforementioned, almost never go near the 
water. 


We were discussing this subject a 
couple of weeks ago; that is, Harry Geist, 
of Prospect swimming pool, the Bronx; Sol 
Pincus, of the twin Cascades tanks and 
former president of the American Asso- 
clation of Pools and Beaches, and the 
writer. Gelst says that he never goes into 
his pool because he’s afraid all of his 
patrons would kid him. Pincus didn’t 
give his reasons for not participating in 
the sport of swimming in either of his 
own bathing establishments, at any rate, 
but conceded the fact that pool owners 
seem to make a rule of staying out of 
their own pools. He seemed to think 
Getst’s theory was rather correct. But I 
wonder! 

Is it right for pool men not to put on 
bathing suits and play and swim with 
their patrons? Do the swimmers laugh 
&t pool operators who do or is that just 
f& personal reaction of Harry Geist, who 
may think he himself looks funny in a 
bathing suit and who most likely is right. 


It is my opinion that pool owners 
should by all means swim in their tanks 
as ofter. as possible. Furthermore, not 
only should proprietors indulge, but they 
should see to it that their entire family 
does also—providing, of course, the family 
is not too large to encourage an over- 
sized free list. And they should do this 
swimming, not early in the morning or 
late at night when there are only a few 
persons in the tank, but on the other 
hand at the peak of the day when there 
is the biggest crowd. 

Swimming pool men have all agreed 
that their biggest problem is in educating 
the public to the perfect sanitation 
prevalent in modern tanks. They know 
how so many persons are afraid to swim 
in pools. Well, then, what better way is 
there to put this argument of cleanliness 
and sanitation across to the public than 
by swimming in the pool yourself and 
by having your wife and children partici- 
pate also? Staying out of the water only 
tends to create bad will for the pool. 

What do you think? 


Leonard B. Schloss, present head of the 
AAPB, and operator of Glen Echo Park 
pool, Washington, D. C., again shows his 
kind tnterest in this column by forward- 
inc a note about the recent swim meet 
held tin his spot. According to Schloss, 
there were exactly 1,126 paid admissions 
at two bits a head at the District of 
Columbia AAU highboard men and 
women's diving championships staged at 
Glen Echo on the evening of July 9, “all 
of which shows,” Schloss writes, “that 
there is an interest in swim meets.” To 
be sure, competitive swimming will al- 
Ways bring a pool actual business and 
valuable publicity, if handled properly. 
And the receipts of that meet in the 
Capitol City certainly seem to indicate 
that Schloss knows his onions when it 
comes to running meets. 


That Park Department Learn-To-Swim 
Campaign in New York City was extended 
until the end of July because of excep- 
tional interest shown on the part of the 
public in taking advantage of free swim- 
ming lessons. Most of the Gotham com- 
mercial tanks are co-operating and are 


offering free aquatic instructions, to- 
gether with the various municipal tanka- 
toriums, with registrations for the lessons 
being held only in the various recreation 
centers run by the city. No definite 
figures were available as to how many 
persons have been taught to swim so far, 
but it is said that the twin Cascades are 
handling easily 200 aspiring swimmers a 
day. While The Daily Mtrror and Brooklyn 
Times Union are running a daily series 
of swim lessons, The New York Datly News 
has started a most unique series of swim 
articles. When the Park Department’s 
campaign started Colonel House, man- 
aging editor of The News, decided to find 
out how many of his own editorial staff 
couldn't swim. Then he selected two, 
Louise Finn, a sob sister, and Eddie 
Giorandino, an office boy, and instructed 
them to go around to the various swim 
pools co-operating in the drive and to 
attempt to learn to swim, writing their 
experiences daily. Needless to add, The 
News has been playing up the articles 
daily, illustrating them with photos, and 
in view of the fact that the paper has 
over 1,500,000 circulation, both Miss Finn 
and little Eddie Giorandino have been in 
great demand by pool operators. They 
are now about to complete their series 
and it is interesting to note that while 
each has taken lessons daily from dif- 
ferent instructors using different systems, 
both of them, who before they started out 
could not swim a stroke, can now nego- 
tiate one or two lengths of a pool. Such 
a series, of course. is of tremendous valus 
to swimming !n general and the pool in- 
dustry in New York in particular, because 
it proves to the public how easy it is to 
learn to swim. Since The News has been 
60 generous in giving each pool full credit 
in their publicity on this campaign, I 
think it only fair that the pool owners of 
New York join together and take some 
advertising in that paper in appreciation 
for all it has done for swimming. Will 
have more to say on this campaign. 


DOTS AND DASHES—Greatest pub- 
licity break yet for pools was obtained by 
Farragut Pool, Brooklyn, which captured 
six big pictures (one nearly a full page) 
in the metropolitan dailies, all of which 
goes to prove that Joe Church is becoming 
the outstanding pool man in the city.

A Visit to Coney

Coney Island—Its Present and 


Future 

My friend Traube asked me to write 
what I know under the above caption 
for readers of The Billboard. He thinks 
I should know something about the sub- 
ject because for the last 12 years I have 
taken part in a good many public ef- 
forts at Coney Island; because in my 
realty management work and brokerage 
I have had something to do with most of 
the enterprises which have been started 
and conducted during those 12 years; 
because I have been on friendly terms 
with a great many individuals who make 
up the colorful and varied business life 
in Coney Island, and because, finally, as 
a manufacturer of amusement devices 
which are sold in all parts of the coun- 
try and in other parts of the world I 
have come in contact with other amuse- 
ment areas, so that I should have plenty 
of material for comparison with Coney 
Island. 


Leaves Seat of Learning 

I was also asked to say something 
about myself. Here I am saying it. 
When the Coney Island Boardwalk be- 
came a reality in 1923 the Coast Holding 
Company was organized in New York by 
a group of real estate operators and 
lawyers headed by Samuel Keller Jacobs. 
Their counsel, the late Harry J. Rosen- 
son, offered me the job of real estate 
and office manager and, visioning big 
things, I accepted. I burned my bridges 
by resigning as teacher of English in the 
Brooklyn Technical High School and dug 
into the job of helping to bring about 
the New Coney Island. 


In the fall of the same year I was 
made vice-president and general man- 
ager of the company. I kept that place 
until six months after the company had 
changed hands in 1926 and then re- 
signed to take an office for myself and 
go into the real estate business. 


In 1928 I organized and became presi- 
dent of the National Skee-Ball Company. 
From that date until now I have main- 
tained my real estate office and man- 
aged the Skee-Ball business with 
Maurice Piesen. In the course of my 
real estate work I have negotiated over 
400 leases in the amusement area of 
Coney Island, including the leases for 
the Cyclone Coaster, Thunderbolt 
Coaster; re-leases for the Henderson 
property, which includes the Tornado 
(Bobs) Coaster, and the L. A. Thompson 
Scenic Railway. I have also negotiated 
leases for several of the larger bathing 
establishments and a number of chain 


refreshment outfits like Kohr Brothers’ 


frozen custard stand, Sodomat stores 
and several Nedick stores. I have man- 
aged large parcels in the amusement 
frrea for the Henderson estate; for Jacobs 
Bros., piano manufacturers (the old 
Stauch property), and appeared as ex- 
pert in several proceedings in the Su- 
preme Court on matters affecting 
amusement property. ” 

TI have been active in the affairs of the 
more important civic and business 
groups in Coney Island and in the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks. 
At the moment I am serving on the 
Coney Island advisory committee to the 
bore president pf Brooklyn. 


Talking Geographically 

Let us see what this Coney Island is 
that even the children in China have 
heard about. Geographically it is a 
sand bar extending about 5% miles 
along the southwesterly end of Long 
Island. Of this sand bar only a section 
about a mile long and a fifth of a mile 
wide is devoted mainly to amusements. 
This section is about midway between 
the two ends of the bar. 

The whole length of the ocean side of 
the bar, with the exception of about at 
Manhattan Beach, is devoted to surf 
bathing. About three miles of shore at 
the westerly end has been acquired by 
the city of New York as a public beach 
improved with an 80-foot Boardwalk. It 
is one of the finest Boardwalks in the 
world. The public beach and the Board- 
walk loom big in the pattern of Coney 
Island as it is today and in the pattern 
of its future. 


Surf Avenue Pageant 


North of the Boardwalk the main traf- 
fic thcrofare runs parallel to it, This 


is Surf avenue, a street of majestic 
width which sweeps in graceful curves 
from the southern end of Ocean park- 
way thru Coney Island for a little less 
than two miles. 


Surf avenue contains most of the more 
ambitious amusement enterprises. As 
we drive in from Ocean parkway past 
the public park (Sea Breeze Park) on 
our right hand and then past the im- 
posing Municipal Public Baths on our 
left we are immediately in sight and 
sound of the amusement § section. 
Rightly, the music of two Merry-Go- 
Rounds greets us first, one on each side 
of the street. In rapid succession we 
see on the left a Whip, a Pony Track, 
a number of games, frozen custard and 
other refreshment stalls, a freak animal 
show and a great city parking space. On 
the north side of the street, while we 
pass these places, we find that conces- 
sions lool rather forlorn next to a bril- 
liantly lighted showroom of the local 
electric light company. Monuments to 
the prohibition era line the streets here 
and elsewhere on Coney Island. 


Those Coaster Twins 

As we-cross West Eighth street the 
amusement tempo livens. On our left 
we see the first of the big coasters, a 
veteran which has changed its name 
from the Big Dipper to the Wild Cat. 
Next to it is a fast, extremely modern 
Coaster, mostly of steel, flashed up in 
the modern way. This is the Cyclone. 
These two rides are conducted by Irving 
and Jack Rosenthal, energetic, wide 
awake, very young showmen. In this 
area they have done big things and will 
do them again when conditions warrant. 


Glory That Was Coney 

Across the street from the Cyclone 
continues a succession of games and 
refreshment stalls and the L. A. Thomp- 
son Scenic Railway, one of the reminders 
of the great glory which was Coney 
Island a generation ago. This ride has 
recently passed into the hands of two 
newcomers in the amusement life of 
Coney, Joseph Bonsignore and John 
D’Ericco, whose future will be worth 
careful watching. Like the Rosenthal 
Brothers, they are fruitful in possibili- 
ties. 

On the south side of Surf avenue is 
one of the fine old institutions of 
Coney Island, Feltman Bros.’ Pavilion, 
with restaurants, gardens and bars. 
Standing firmly on a rock of traditions, 
this institution has survived sudden 
change and today and yesterday, as 10 
years ago and 40 years ago, it attracts 
the cream of Coney Island patronage and 
holds that patronage firmly. 


Luna Park of 1934 

Opposite Feltman’s is Luna Park, with 
its Chutes, its Mile Sky Chaser and its 
50 other attractions, large and small. 
Luna this year has arrived at the part- 
ing of the ways in its history. For the 
first time it is operating on a free gate 
and many of its attractions on the in- 
side are dark. Its hold on the popular 
imagination is proved by the brisk busi- 
ness the open attractions are doing. 
What its future will be—and Luna's 
future is a big factor in the future of 
Coney Island—depends on its sole owner, 
Barron Collier, an advertising man of 
mighty interests in various parts of the 
country, to whom Luna has been an 
agreeable toy, an outlet for the impulse 
to give pleasure. What Mr. Collier in- 
tends to do with Luna is of grave con- 
cern to all of us here in Coney Island. 
We can only try to guess. 


Side Shows and Licenses 


The next block on Surf avenue is 
dominated on ltpth sides by shows, 
Games and Sportlands are also quite 
numerous on both sides of the street. 
The shows are passing thru a critical 
period, due first of all to a change of 
policy as to law enforcement on the 
part of the city authorities. In the years 
that have passed, practices as to mis- 
leading banners, blowoffs and strong 
games had grown to such an extent that 
the new administration in New York 
cracked down hard. Mow various shows 
are in fierce competition, evidenced in 
extravagant ballyhoo. The result scems 
to be that customers see sO much on 
the outside that they pass from cone 
lecturer to the other without bothering 
the ticket sellers.

Manufacturers and 


Dealers’ Section 
By R. S. UZZELL 


The movie cleanup is no joke. It was 
always believed, and the assumption was 
acted upon, that the churches could 
never act in concert on anything. 


The picture producers could be par- 
doned for lack of vision had not some 
enterprising and prudent men sensed the 
situation of sex pictures and brought 
out Little Women and David Harum, 
which were whirlwinds in their cleanup 
of extraordinary profits. They drew back 
to the pictures that vast throng of finer 
people who are always in the majority. 


Old-time producers relied on the cen- 
sor, believing that so long as they passed 
the august individuals the public would 
not turn away. We came to believe that 
picture censors could be influenced. The 
theory of having pictures passed upon by 
some reliahle authority was sound, but, 
like our building inspectors, their vision 
does not always work efficiently. At times 
there were things they did not see. 


Prevention by Care 


One builder remarked here one day: 
“We could build a ride of cardboard and 
get it passed if we would pay the price, 
but,” said he, “it is cheaper to buy the 
material and build it right than to buy 
the inspectors.” 


The statement is true in more ways 
than one. Let us do our own inspecting, 
make it safe and defy the political in- 
spector. Then, too, the frequent inspec- 
tion of rides in use should have our con- 
stant attention. Do not wait for trouble 
to happen; prevent it by care. 


These times, with reduced income, it’s 
hard to spend much on repairs, but we 
should do this where needed or close 
down. Accidents would be more costly. 


Two major accidents in one park just 
recently could have been prevented by a 
$50 expenditure. The settlement will in- 
volve more than $1,000. It is easy to 
relax aS @ poor season wears on after 
July 4. So long as operation continues 
someone should be charged with inspec- 
tion as a duty of first importance. 


For Regular Inspection 


Then we should remember that an ac- 
cident gives the inspectors another wel- 
comed chance at you. The insurance com- 
pany is likely to raise your rate. The press 
will give undesirable and damaging pub- 
licity, and the people do remenber. There 
is one park which closes Labor Day night 
that insists on a thoro inspection of every 
ride the week before that holiday. He is 
right. Saturday, Sunday and Labor Day 
will break thru some weakened member 
of the ride that would stand one heavy 
day of use. No one wants to close the 
season with a mishap. 

The new demand for clean pictures will 
junk a lot of films not yet shown and 
will send to the scrap heap many of the 
salacious ones. 

Accidents hurt us as well as the in- 
jured individuals and can better be pre- 
vented than settled for in court or by an 
insurance company. Deterioration pro- 
ceeds at the same accelerated rate in bad 
times as in good times. 


May Export Figures 


Now we have said nothing new. We 
should not have to say it at all. You 
know our whole life is bound up in the 
business and we do want it to come back 
and all of you with it. So we are just 
thinking in print for the benefit of all 
of us. 

Government reports on export of amuse- 
ment park and playground equipment, 
which we get monthly, are only pre- 
liminary reports, and not, therefore, com- 
plete. This accounts for these reports not 
being entirely in accord with exporters 
of this equipment. The completed annual 
report will show the true volume for the 
year. During May we sent to Belgium, 
equipment to the value of $2,710; Prance, 
$5,382; Germany, $1,100; United Kingdom, 
$482, and to Mexico, $1,200. 


Seashore Breezes

ATLANTIC CITY, July 21.—This week- 
end will be first of the “Big Six” which 
wil] carry the resort over the top for 
the season. Early in the week crowds 
began to flock in and reached its peak 
today. According to Harry Resnick, city 
Pp. a., and Chamber of Commerce of- 


ficials, this season’s “Big Six” week-ends 
will soar way above any other year since 
1929. 


The city press commission is watching 
figures close so to judge results of its 
first six months’ work in placing the 
city back into the limelight of national 
publicity. 


The crowd here for the past week-end, 
according to transportation officials, was 
in round figures 350,000. While not an- 
nouncing figures, Steel Pier revealed the 
week-end heaviest this season and ahead 
of same for last. Million-Dollar Pier 
reported admissions of about 4,000 above 
the previous week-end, with Sunday 
largest day.

loaded with stories urging its readers to attend only clean shows, carnival patrons 
are keeping this in mind when contemplatng visiting midways. The first recog- 
nition of this contemplated drive egainst unfit carnival shows was instituted last 


week when it was suggested that a sure 
way to assure the town that a carnival 
was clean was to have the local auspices 
make a public pledge guaranteeing that 
everything on the midway was fit for 
women and children. 

Such a pledge was delivered and adver- 
tised by Tarentum (Pa.) American Legion 
Post, which sponsored the Krause Greater 
Shows in that city, and the move was 
greeted favorably by the town’s ministers 
who head the indecent film drive there. 

Should this procedure be followed by 
all committees, co-operating in full with 
the carnival organizations, there will be 
little chance of any official censorship or 
boycott being placed upon the clean 
legitimate midway shows, but, on the 
other hand, may be the means of helping 
to elevate the carnival to the proper place 
it should occupy in the amusement 
world. 


It will also have a great tendency to 
keep the blue-nosed fanatical reformers 
entirely out of the picture, as with repu- 
table local fraternal organizations posi- 
tively assuring the public of the cleanli- 
ness of the show they are sponsoring the 
malign influences, inspired chiefly by 
local selfish interests, will be entirely 
removed.

Wire Walker Falls 
But Proves Hero 


NEWCASTLE, Ind., July 21.—Charles 
Land, with the Billetti Troupe, high- 
wire performers and one of the featured 
free acts with Mighty Sheesley Midway, 
proved himself a real hero when he be- 
came off balance while attempting to 
cross the wire blindfolded July 18. 


Land could have avoided receiving any 
injury by dropping his balance pole im- 
mediately, but he waited until he had 
the iron pole in a perfectly perpendicu- 
lar position before letting it fall, so that 
when it fell it stuck in the ground.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 21. — Last 
April, when we conferred with Deputy 
Administrator Farnsworth with reference 
to the proposed carnival code, we were 
informed that the code as submitted had 
been approved by the NRA legal staff 
and approval by the NRA labor division 
was awaited. At that time it was antici- 
pated that the code would be signed by 
the President about the middle of May. 


That the carnival code has never come 
into being is, of course, a matter of 
common knowledge. What complicates 
the carnival owner's position, and must 
necessarily leave him somewhat in the 
dark, is the recent pronouncement by 
General Johnson that all industry must 
within 30 days make up its mind to do 
one of the following four things: 


1—Come under an existing code; 
2—Produce a new and satisfactory 
code within the time limit; 


3—Join under a new blanket code for 
small industries; or 

4—Be stubborn and take a chance of 
having a code imposed at hearings which 
“appear to be harboring abuses for 
labor.” 

The carnival industry cannot come 
under an existing code. None exists at 
the present time which can adequately 
take cure of the problems which are so 
peculiar to this industry. For the same 
reason it is unfair to ask the carnival 
to join under a new blanket code, which 
in the main must necessarily cover the 
small maaufacturing industries. 

The last suggestion of the NRA chief 
is unfair, at least insofar as the carnival 
is concerned. We all know that there 
was no organized effort on the part of 
labor or the public to have a carnival 
code. The desire to be codified came 
from the carnival owner himself. That 
being the case, the carnival owner is 
entitled to the most favorable inferences 
possible from his unquestionably well- 
intentioned action. 

To produce a new and satisfactory 
code is likewise out of the question. 
Obviously there can be no new code 
until there has been a prior one. 

The only feasible step available, as we 
view the matter, is to proceed and com- 
plete the carnival code which has been 
pending so long. If it is the desire of 
the NRA to promulgate a code for our 
industry, let us have the code which has 
had the benefit of prolonged study and 
detailed hearings.

know where to locate Eddie Brown and 
I told him “in bed mostly.” 


Most men when they are sick get a 
doctor, or if they put up a building get 
an architect, but the big business men 
who built the villages at the fair get 
one of their friends or someone who 
worked for them to run their business. 
None of them think of hiring a show- 
man or will even talk to one. They are 
in a jam and their money is sunk just 
as sure as the sun sets. How in the 
name of Barnum did the C. of P. think 
that 17 villages could get by when any 
showman would have told them three 
would be a great plenty. Mr. Dawes 
would never think of putting over three 
banks in a similar spot, but they go 
ahead and bull the contractors and 
financiers to spend millions when they 
had the data on last year’s fair to go by. 
In 1933 they had Belgium, the only real 
village; Oriental that flopped and 
Midget Village that grossed $226,000. 

All villages outside of Belgium, Italy, 
Colonial, Spanish, Irish, Tunisian, Eng- 
lish, Oasis, Black Forrest, the Bowery 
and Midget City are located so bacly 
they haven't a chance. Paris is sitting 
pretty, doing business and money in the 
bank, light nut and well managed. 
Midget City, under management of Nate 
Eagle, making more money than any- 
thing with a pay gate at the fair. One 
would think the other villages would 
stop and consider why the Midget City 
is getting the money. It is very evident 
that their almost perfect ballyhoo and 
their stage show of great merit operated 
25 times a day that feeds the customers 


to their two blowoffs every 20 minutes are 
the answer. The Bowery has a show 
that the patrons come back to see and 
tell their friends about and it is in 
the money, but the big villages with a 
tremendous overhead think that the 
folk songs, native atmosphere and 
souvenir tickets (passes) that they let 
the administration give a million away 
would do the trick. In their despera- 
tion, Spain has circus acts and a review; 
Colonial a “Bundling Show”; Italy, Sally 
Rend; English, Orphan Annie’s doz 
Sandy, and the Irish had a brilliant 
thought and put in boxing Tuesday and 
Friday nights. They all have good 
talkers, but what can they do when 
they have nothing to work with and 
rothing inside with a wallop. 

For all the tea in China I or any other 
carnival showman can put ballyhoo and 
the “kicker to any village” with a loca- 
tion and make them well, but as far 
as I’m concerned, only two managers 
have LET ME TALK. One said, “Your 
idea is okeh if it doesn’t cost too much,” 
and the other said, “I see that you know 
what you are talking about, come back 
with the figures.” I'll be back, but I 
have little hope of doing business. Just 
what the few spots that are getting 
money on their gate are going to do 
about the attempt of the Spanish Vil- 
lage to open up part of its spot with 
free gate, which if it is allowed and gets 
any money will be followed by all the 
rest of the receivers in an attempt to 
get enough money to pay their salaries. 
The Oasis has been taken over by the 
fair and has a free gate, but it’s such a 
flop that no attention has been paid to 
this amateur promotion, put if Spain 
hits and the rest follow suit the spots 
that are GETTING MONEY will be 
blowed up. They have enough to con- 
tend with now with the free Aquatic 
Theater, Zack Terrell’s Allen King Wild 
Animals, Ford’s Symphony Orchestra, 
Swift’s Chicago Orchestra, Goodyear’s 
Free Theater and Stuaebaker’s acts out- 
side the Transportation Building. 


When T look at the ballys here I think 
of the ones Rice & Dore had on the 
Water Circus, with 12 girls on spring- 
boards and a glass-front tank. This 
show had a $3,700 day at Regina at a 
cuarter, and later my Water Circus with 
Rubin & Cherry at Toronto in 1928. 
Never had less than 6 and up to 16 
gals and clowns on front and up high 
(front was 85 feet high). In 13 days 
did better than a grand-a-day average. 
At St. Louis Exposition Happy Holmes 
and 16 gals on his front; McKay with 
about the same; Streets of Asia, with 
its ccntinuous Oriental parade from one 
entrance to the other: Hagenbeck with 
elephants, tigers, bears, kangaroos or 
licns on front all day long; Col. Cum- 
min’s Wild West that gave only two 
performances daily, started its bally at 
10 a.m. with a mounted band, Indians 
end cowboys, about 40 all told, and 
worked every 15 minutes; Hale’s Fire 
Fighters with all their equipment; Boer 
War, with 500 mounted men parading 
the grounds twice daily; Jim Key, the 
Educated Horse, had a double on bally 
all day and was the biggest money win- 
ner of the fair; Ferris Wheel, with Slide 
for Life from the axle; Donovan’s Sub- 
marine that had entrance thru the 
water; Creation and its big book. Can’t 
remember the others, but they had 
ballys that cost plenty or they did 
NO BUSINESS.

1 am unable to express the enjoyment 
had being with him when he was not 
at work. I have learned many things 
from him. He was one of the best read 
men I have ever known. His memory 
was remarkable. He could name char- 
acters, quote paragraphs and identify 
authors, not only of great literary 
works, but of music, poems, laws and 
famous debates as well. His knowledge 
of art, rare china, coins of the world 
and monetary systems was excep- 
tionally thoro. His knowledge of every 
department of the circus will probably 
never be equaled.

Regulations of April 4 


New rules obtained thru organized effort of coinmen— 
brings new encouragement thruout France—Marseilles 
court verdict is factor and full value is not yet clear 


PARIS, July 21——A new note of enthusiasm spread among operators of pin 
table machines in France recently as the government relaxed some of the rigid 


rules announced earlier in the year. 


As a result of the drastic regulations issued 
on April 4, many operators of the games had felt serious discouragement. 


Yield- 


ing to urgent pleas brought by several organizations of coin machine operators, 
the government has issued a new set of regulations which at least temporarily 


relieve some of the discouragement. 
claring pin tables to be games of skill is 
a factor in the situation and the full 
import of this decision is not yet clear. 

Pin games not awarding tokens or 
prizes are considered legal under new 
regulations, but rules specify that no 
figures or numbers of any sort be shown 
alongside holes in playing field and that 
no totalizers of any kind be allowed. To 
prevent undue hardships, machines with 
numbers or totalizers at present in op- 
eration will be allowed to continue op- 
eration until end of 1934. Pin games 
awarding tokens valid for payment of 
drinks must be limited to games which 
cost the player 25 centimes (about 2 
cents) for 10 balls and on which he can 
only win one drink token not exceeding 
75 centimes (about 5 cents) in value. 

A small French firm, Les Compteurs 
Francais, manufacturer and operator of 
automatic billiards and games, capitalized 
at 10.000 francs ($666), has been declared 
bankrupt; also Elwel Lloyd Sherman, dis- 
tributor and operator of Wendors per- 
fume machines. 


Cartoon Shows Greater 
Fun in Modern Pinballs 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 21.—The July 
11 issue of The Louisville Courier- 
Journal carried a cartoon which has at- 
tracted attention and furnished much 
amusement to people over the QGtate. 
Under the heading of “Boys That Used 
To Play the Market,” the artist Grover 
Page depicts former millionaire stock- 
brokers concentrating upon a pin table 
game. Gathered around, eagerly watch- 
ing the shot, are stockbrokers galore. 
The machine is clearly of the pin table 
variety. 

The impression the artist evidently 
wished to convey is that former million- 
aires, unable to indulge in their former 
pastime of playing the market, are hav- 
ing just as good if not better time play- 
ing the pin-ball machines than they 
rad in the hectic days of the stock- 
market boom. The pleased look on the 
faces of the spectators and the concen- 
tration of the player are vividly depicted.

A com- 
mittee was recently appointed by 
the NACOMM to classify the types 
of machines in the trade and also to 
suggest terms to apply to them. For 
example, it was suggested that we 
always use the word “tables” when 
referring to the modern pin game. 

Some of our correspondents use 
the word “pinballs” when referring 
to pin games, and the term appears 
to be striking.and usable. It covers 
the ground as much as any term 
could and is convenient because it is 
a compound word. But will it ap- 
peal to the public? Somehow the 
public still insists) on “marble 
boards,” etc. Maybe a new name 
could be launched by hanging out a 
slogan: LET’S PLAY PINBALL.

It con- 
tains 10 shoe-shining machines of rather 
large size, and the exact type of polish 
contained is plainly marked on each 
machine, All that is necessary is to 
insert a nickel and then one foot at a 


.tmme into the machine. 


The store seemed to be crowded from 
dawn until the wee hours of the night, 
being patronized by both men and 
women. The novelty of the machines 
seemed to be a decided attraction and 
expressions of wonderment were heard 
about the speed in getting the “shine.”

Crusading Spirit 
Scores of cases could be recited in which lack ot agreement 
among members of the trade, and groups within the trade, is a 


serious handicap in protecting trade rights from unfair legisla- 
tion and other discrimination. 


There are some things about which men will always dis- 
agree and the best that can be done is to charge it up to the 
costs of democratic freedom. But there are a few things in 
business about which coinmen should agree in order to protect 
their means of livelihood. But this time we ought to have 
gained enough experience to agree on some long-term objectives 
for skill games. 


It is highly important that coinmen not only agree among 
themselves on definite principles and definitions, but that at- 
torneys representing them in court also become thoroly ac- 
quainted with the terms and objectives upon which the hopes 
of the skill games business are built. There is a long program 
ahead and something of the crusading spirit will be required. 
Instances are accumulating where attorneys representing the 
skill games cause show a lack of understanding of the deep 
principles upon which the fight should be made. Attorneys 
are compelled to face antiquated definitions, statutes and opin- 
ions, it is true, but that is one of the big reasons for injecting 
something of the crusading spirit into every defense. 

In the face of loosely worded statutes, antiquated court 
opinions and definitions of gambling, the skill games industry 
needs to agree on certain policies affecting the control of their 
games and fight for them. 

1. “A coin-operated skill game is device which has 
definite skill elements, evident in the mechanism and in the 
playing features.” The skill games business is a new industry 
and a new definition is needed in keeping with modern inven- 
tion and mechanical progress. The old idea of “predominant 
skill” is only a breeder of argument, costly expense and delay. 
The new definition is practical and will reduce court litigation 
to a minimum. 

2. The awarding of merchandise prizes in connection with 
games of skill shall be considered as a legitimate form of ad- 
vertising. All scores for which prizes are awarded must be 
posted in public. and the price to play the game shall be the 
same to all. Coupons or tokens redeemable in merchandise 
may be used, provided the winning scores and value of each 
are known and advertised to the public. 


3. Cash awards in connection with any game of skill are 
strictly forbidden. 

4. Wagers or bets with the “house” where skill games 
are located are strictly forbidden; wagers and bets among 
individual players of skill games are the responsibility of the 
persons involved, and not of the owner or lessee of the game. 

There is no more reason for confiscating skill games be- 
cause of “social” gambling than there is for confiscating play- 
ing cards, dice, etc., wholesale because people frequently gam- 
ble with them. 

5. The giving of prizes, awards or inducements of any 
kind to children under 18 years of age is strictly forbidden in 
all cases. (This is the very reasonable and sensible provision 
of the Louisiana State bill.) 

6. A reasonable system of license control shall be en- 
forced, preferably by the State. Violations of statutes and 
terins of the license shall be dealt with by punishing the in- 
dividual owner or lessee of the machines or locations involved, 
so that an entire industry may not be penalized for the offense 
of one person.

Daughters of 
“Sir Arthur” 


Visit Chicago and show 
manufacturers a thing or 
two about machines 


a 

_ CHICAGO, July 21.—While the mother 
of the President of the United States is 
on an unofficial good-will visit to Frg- 
land, two girls from the English coin 
machine trade have broken Chicago’s hot 
weather with a good-will visit to the 
very center of America’s coin machine 
manufacturing industry. Louise and 
Lydia Burrows, two daughters of the 
family of Arthur (Ginger) Burrows, 
knewn as “Sir Arthur, the uncrowned 
knight of the industry” to his American 
friends, reached Chicago July 15 to spend 
a fortnight here. Pleasant, jovial like 
“Sir Arthur,” they entered coin machine 
circles with the greatest of ease and 
brought many surprises to the enterpris- 
ing manufacturers of amusement ma- 
chines, 

It is reported that one of the first 
manufacturers upon whom the young 
ladies called proceeded to show one of 
his latest machines and to explain in 
words that one would use to explain a 
coin machine to someone unacquainted 
with the industry what the machine 
would do. The Misses Burrows listened 
attentively until the manufacturer felt 
he had explained all that he could, then 
the girls began to talk. In few words, 
they proceeded to tell him the hows and 
whats of the machine and improvements 
that would be necessary to meet condi- 
lions of the English market. 

“Sir Arthur,” on his visit to Chicago in 
May, modestly admitted that he did not 
worry about his business while away on 
a long trip since his daughters were 
usually able to take care of it. The story 
is now going the rounds in manufactur- 
ing circles here, however, thet he doesn’t 
even worry about business details when 
he is at home. Trained in the amuse- 
ment and coin machine fields from child- 
hood up, the daughters know the lan- 
guage and the “tricks of the trade” in 
the Industry. 

The girls reported to the manufactur- 
ers here that they sold many pin tables 
for concessions that go with the carnivals 
in England. The games are usually placed 
in circles of 16 tables and it is one of the 
best outlets for machines abroad. The 
girls have known show people from child. 
hood and state that there is a very close 
connection between the show business 
and amusement machine trade. 

Another story that soon started in 
coin machine circles relates how a manu- 
facturer, finding it impossible to keep an 
appointment with the young ladies, sent 
flowers and candy to their room in the 
Congress Hotel. When the gifts came the 
young ladies felt sure that a mistake had 
been made by delivering the items to the 
wrong room. A little search among the 
flowers soon revealed a telltale card, how- 
ever, and all was well. 

Manufacturers were inclined to accept 
the visit of the Misses Burrows as a social 
call, but when they said that “Sir 


Arthur” had told them before leaving, “Ir 
you see anything good, order some of 
them,” then the good-will visit took on 
the added atmosphere of business. 

The young ladies managed to clear up 
for American coinmen a term that has 
caused no little curiosity. In news re- 
ports from England there was frequent 
reference to “holidays” and American 
coinmen began to wonder if the English 
calendar had a holiday every week. The 
girls state that “holiday” is synonymous 
with our “vacation.” Accordingly, the 
coming “bank holiday”—vacation period 
for the bankers and employees—is Said 
to be the outstanding “holiday” of the 
year for England. The girls were told 
that “bank holiday” was an outstanding 
term in the memory of Americans also 
and that it was not very favorable to the 
coin machine business.

CHICAGO, July 21.—That business is 
better this summer than any summer 
season in his memory was the cheering 
report brought to Chicago by Leo Wein- 
berger, Southern Automatic Sales Com- 
pany, Louisville. Either it is the return 
of beer opening up more locations, or 
it is due to the fact that people in 
general are getting better acquainted 
with pin games, Weinberger explained, 
but he was not sure which accounted 
for the sustained play. 

The city council of Louisville will vote 
on the question of licensing pin games 
on July 31, he said. At the time of his 
visit here it appeared that a compromise 
rate would be agreed upon. An ordi- 
mance had been introduced, setting a 
fee of $10 a year per machine. Coinmen 
had presented a plea for an ordinance 
placing an occupational license fee of 
$200 upon the operator and $3 per year 
on each machine. 

Mr. Weinberger also reported that the 
special session of the, Kentucky Legis- 
lature had adjourned. The bill placing 
a tax of $25 on coin machines did not 
come up for a hearing. Kentucky coin- 
men feel that there will be no fear of 
State legislation now until 1936 unless 
another special session is called—‘and 
Kentucky has had its fill of special 
sessions,” Weinberger stated. The 3 per 
cent -sales tax will probably apply to 
pin-game amusement, he said, and is 
causing some concern among the opera- 
tors. This sales tax was passed by the 
special session and is one of the highest 
sales-tax fees in the country. 


Cleaner Patent Issued 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—Eight 
pages of illustrations are used to show 
the mechanical ideas in the _ coin- 
operated vacuum cleaner, patent for 
which was issued to Theron C. Curtiss 
under date of June 19. Mr. Curtiss 
filed claims for the patent on March 29, 
1932. The device is designed as @ 
cleaner to brush a person's clothing or 
hat, etc., and is recommended for in- 
stallation in washrooms in railroad and 
bus stations, restaurants, clubs, Pullman 
cars, etc. It cleans by the vacuum prin- 
ciple and is regarded as one of the most 
advanced ideas in modernizing rest- 
rooms by the use of coin-operated 
devices.

During his employment as a machine- 
shop mechanic, back in those very early 
days when mechanics worked 69 hours 
per week, one of his greatest hopes was 
that the day would dawn when eight 
hours of toil would be considered suf- 
ficient. He was fired with ambition 
and a wealth of energy. His ambition 
helped him thru four years of me- 
chanical engineering at New York Uni- 
versity and a post-graduate course at 
Cooper Union. Soon he was secretary 
and owner of a die and tool plant. 


When the war came his firm was 
chosen by the government for the man- 
ufacture of precision gauges, which were 
employed in the making of ammunition. 
The war over, he found he had col- 
lected a neat pile of coin and he began 
to seek a venture which would be an 
outlet for his mechanical enzineering 
prowess as well as his inventive in- 
genuity. So he entered the coin- 
machine industry. ‘ 


He purchased the complete studio and 
works of one of the older film com- 
panies. This firm had neglected its 
original business and so the first three 
years of his presidency were spent in 
an attempt to revive the old equipment 
he had purchased and also in repur- 
chasing many of the first machines from 
Canada and bringing them to this 
country for rebuilding and resale. Film 
company had at one time employed 
such actors as Mary Pickford at $5 a 
week, Douglas Pairbanks at $25 a week, 
David Wark Griffith and many others 
now famous. Those were the days of the 
nickelodeon, the forerunner of the mod- 
ern movies, the days when machines 
weighed 210 pounds and most operators 
worked afoot. Those operators who 
could afford a horse and buggy were 
considered th2 elite. 


During his third year as president he 
developed a new model picture machine 
which has since become world famous. 

At one time early in his career he 
moved his entire factory over to New 
Jersey, where he also opened an outdoor 
movie studio. He later discovered that 
the best place to take movies was in- 
doors under artificial lighting. He also 
ventured into, the movie-test business, 
where actors*who have since become 
famous had their first screen tests. 
They would purchase these tests and 
then send them to the big movie firms 
of the day. 

He was one of the first men to see 
the value of the pin game and early in 
the history of the pin-game era he built 
100 of these machines, gracing,them 
with the name Lightning. It happened 
that the cheaper machines came on the 
market at that time and so he left the 
pin games to others, believing that their 
final day had arrived. 

In his new firm he found his wife. 
He now has two sons. He is a collector 
of rare, out-of-print volumes of philoso- 
phy; a collector of etchings, a lover of 
the arts, a student of advertising and 
merchandising. His greatest hobby is a 
love for experimental and inventive 
work. 

Since the inception of his firm he has 
continued his experimental department 
thru lean years and good years and 
seven men are constantly employed 
searching for amusement games that the 
public will like. He remembers the 
days when there wasn’t a single travel- 
ing salesman in the coinbiz. 

He is a chosen member of the board 
of code authority of the NACOMM, 
@ member of the CMMA, NAAP, MJA, 
NADA and was unanimously elected the 
first president of the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board of Trade, Inc. He is also 
a 32d Degree Mason and a member of 
the Shriners. He was president of the 
eld national Vending Machine Manu- 
facturers of America. 

He is one of the best known and best 
liked personalities in the coin-machine 
industry, as well as one of the best in- 
formed. His firm has been at work for 
37 years creating coin-operated amuse- 
ment machines for the public and mak- 
ing and sending pictures for its ma- 
chines from one end of the globe to the 
other. 

There are many incidents which 
placed his firm in the national lime- 
light—such as the  publicity-seeking 
suits of Follies beauties; nationally

be the one factor responsible for the 
permanent stabilization of the industry. 

“Nothing can push an industry to ulti- 
mate destruction faster than the con- 
tinued wrangling between producer and 
jobber, and inversely, nothing can lift an 
industry to great heights but sare, in- 
telligent, businesslike dealings between 
them. 

“Manufacturer-jobber relations must 
be based on the proposition that the 
one is as important as the other. The 
jobber may depend on the manufacturer 
for his livelihood, for without his goods 
he cannot be in business. But by the 
same token, without both proper and 
efficient distribution, a manufacturer 
might as well close his plant, having but 
little chance to survive. 

“Many of the basic evils responsible in 
a large measure for the chaotic conditions 
of the sweets industry during the past 
few years can be traced either directly 
or indirectly to faulty distribution. Price- 
cutting, chiseling, unwarranted credit.ex- 
tension and the abnormal jobbing house 
mortality all have their roots in the mis- 
understanding and lack of appreciation of 
the manufacturer’s problems by the 
wholesaler and the latter’s problems by 
the manufacturer. 

“While each should have worked with 
and for the good of the other, the manu- 
facturer in most instances did not trust 
his jobber while the latter placed little 
‘confidence in the manufacturer. Each 
was piling in the opposite direction. 
Very few plants had any definite jobber 
relations policies and those who did have 
rarely lived up to them. 

“To aggravate the situation, every job- 
ber sought advantage in some form or 
another over his competitor and the 
manufacturer seemingly extended favors 
to a select few. 

“Fortunately, however, this is no 
longer the case. While we are far from 
living in a state of jobber-manufacturer 
Utopia, there is no denying that con- 
siderable improvement has been made. 

“Whereas until about a year ago it was 
actually front-page news when a group 
of producers and distributors met to dis- 
cuss commen problems, such conferences 
since the advent of the New Deal have 
become common. 

“As a result of this new spirit, the 
foundation is now being laid for the 


establishment of’ permanent media of 
handling manufacturer-jobber difficulties. 
Inter-industry relations committees have 
been appointed by the manufacturers’ 
and jobbers’ Code Authorities, with cor- 
responding groups to be organized in 
regional and local territories. The pur- 
pose of these committees will be to serve 
as agencies for the handling and solution 
of problems that affect manufacturer- 
jobber relations. The adjustment of any 
difficulties that may come up will be 
intrusted to men who are recognized and 
trusted leaders of the respective branches 
of the industry from whom may be ex- 
pected unbiased and intelligent guid- 
ance,” 


Schulte Will Leave . 
Off Coupon System 


NEW YORK, July 21.—The cigar-store 
coupon is reported to be on the way out 
fcllowing an announcement by the 
Schulte Retail Stores Corporation that 
premium coupons used by this firm for 
many years would be discontinued. The 
action came as a result of the announce- 
ment by General Hugh §S. Johnson of 
the NRA concerning the retail tobacco 
code and the establishing of prices of 
cigarets. Premium coupons had become 
a fixed form of advertising in a number 
of trades and have been tried with suc- 
cess in some branches of the amusement 
machine and merchandising machine 
business. 

The action of the Schulte chain fol- 
lows in line with other firms in the 
tobacco field. Nearly all of the tobacco 
chains used premium coupons for a 
time, but three years ago the United 
Cigar chain discontinued them and the 
Schulte firm was about the only tobacco 
firm retaining the time-honored system. 

No mention of premium coupons was 
made in General Johnson’s announce- 
ment, but the action of the Schulte 
firm is taken as an indication that it 
will conform to general practice in the 
tobacco field and discontinue premiums 
along with the other large chains. 
President Roosevelt issued an executive 
order several months ago declaring that 
premiums were acceptable in merchan- 
dising provided they were not used as a 
form of price cutting.

It seems to me that it takes a long 
time to convince some operators that 
they have an honest, legitimate business 
and one that can be developed the same 
as other businesses. 


The same operator that has a flock 
of merchandise machines, if placed in 
a regular store with merchandise to sell, 
would tackle the proposition like a busi- 
ness man and keep the show windows 
clean and attractive, his store clean and 
bright looking, his merchandise orderly, 
and show progress by expanding, and 
publicity—in general keep up with or 
just a little ahead of his competitors. 


My observation of the average opera- 
tor has been that at the starting of 


_ their operations they are full of energy, 


work day and night to get set up, visit 
their locations regularly, make improve- 
ments, carry out new ideas of merchan- 
dising. Then for some unknown rea- 
son they ease off and let down on small 
matters—unintentionally they fall into 
the habit of “doing it next week,” etc., 
until they find their business falling 
off, and they can’t figure it out. The 
reason is that the “otner fellow” has 
been on the job increasing his business 
and, incidentally, taking away the best 
Iccations, keeping up the standards in 
merchandise, always watching his loca- 
tions, changing displays, putting in new 
merchandise, etc. 

This criticism is constructive and 
should be taken in that light—so take 
heed while there is still time to pull 
your business together and keep on, ever 
watchful of the thing you live by. 

Don’t neglect, substitute or delay. 
“ETERNAL VIGILANCE” should be the 
watchword.

Validity 


of Callison Patent Is 


Upheld in Plural Court Decrees 


W. E. Callison, inventor, requests that 
we give publicity to his objections to 
a news story which appeared in the 
July 14 issue of The Biliboard, and we 
are glad to comply with this request: 

“Calling your attention to the issue 
of The Billboard dated July 14, the 
heading on page 59, ‘Callison Patent 
Loses in Federal District Court.’ This 
statement could be damaging to people 
using devices that do infringe the 
Callison patent No. 1,645,370,,and may 
in the end be damaging to infringers. 
This is the third contest where the 
patent has been held valid and no in- 
valid decision stands against it. 

“I am inclosing you herewith a copy 
of the decree from the Circuit Court of 
Appeals for the 10th Circuit, as well as 
a copy of the decree from the U. 5S. 
Federal Court for the Northern District 
of Oklahoma, which speak for them- 
selves, bearing in mind that a year and 
a half ago the same U. 8. District Court 
held this patent invalid and was re- 
versed by the U. 8. Circuit Court of 
Appeals. 

“Apparently from the columns of your 
magazine there is bias and prejudice 
with an intent to be harmful. If you 
will use the same space in clearing up 
the situation as it is, it would not only 
be fair to me but to those whom you 
attempt to encourage to further their 
lability to me.”—W. E. Callison, sole 
owner U. 8S. Patent No. 1,645,370, Tulsa, 
Okla. 

The news item about which Mr. 
Callison complains is a report of 
memorandum opinion on July 5, in the 
U. 8S. District Court of Northern Tlinois, 
William E. Callison vs. David Gottlieb, 
in which the defendant’s plea of non- 
infringement was upheld The decision 
did not declare the Callison patent in- 
valid; in fact, stated the validity of 
the patent, but did declare that the 
Gottlieb machines in question did not 
infringe on the Callison patents. The 
court opinion mentions a number of 
patents as “anticipated in the prior art,” 
whatever that means in legal parlance, 

Mr. Callison suggests that we show 
prejudice against his patent. Articles 
and news items in the coin-machine 
department will show that we have sup- 
ported every movement which aims for 
the fair and reasonable protection of 
inventors in the coin-machine field. We 
have strongly supported the anti-piracy 
movement.’ 

But we have also contended for the 
policy that all suits for patent infringe- 
ments should be made against the 
manufacturers of allegedly infringing 
machines, and not against jobbers, op- 
erators and locations which may be 
using the machines. Reports which 
come tc us from many sources indicate 
that proceedings have been threatened 
and in some cases instituted against 
jobbers, operators and even locations 
alleging the use of machines that in- 
fringe on the Callison patent. The 
Southwestern market today bears wit- 
ness to how disturbing a factor such 
proceedings can be. 

Suppose that injunction proceedings 
are instituted against a well-known 
drug store because pin games happen 
to be on location there which are al- 
leged to infringe on a certain patent. 
There can only be one result of such 
action and that is the spreading of fear 
among all drug-store owners, which will 
close their places against all pin games 
and perhaps all types of amusement ma- 
chines, 

The more logical proceedure in pro- 
tecting a patent is to bring sult against 
the manufacturers alleged to be infring- 
ing on a patent. The manufacturers are 
all known and most of them are able 
to pay proper damages where infringes 
ment verdict is obtained. ; 

By proceedine against the manufac- 
turers the trouble is kept where it be- 
longs and no fear is spread among lo- 
cations. The trade has enough of a 
battle in getting and holding good lo- 
cations for amusement machines with- 
out spreading fears among them. 

We have no prejudice against Mr. 
Callison or his patent, but it does seem 
that reported methods of defending his 
patent are oven to criticism from the 
standpoint of the general welfare of the 
amusement-machine industry. 

It is reported from sources which we 
believe reliable that locations in the 
Southwest are being approached by men 
Said to be representing Mr. Callison and 
who upon the authority of his patents 
ask or demand commissions from ma- 
chines on the locations. It may be that 


this is a “racket” being operated by men 
whom Mr. Callison knows nothing about 
and who are taking advantage of the 
patent situation. This creates a situa- 
tion that is serious wherever it hap- 
pens, and if Mr. Callison has not author- 
ized such collections from locations he 
should clarify the situation by public 
statement. 

Copies of two court opinions uphold- 
ing the Callison patent and also de- 
claring infringement on the patent by 
T. J. Dean have been forwarded by Mr. 
Callison. The opinions are lengthy. 
One is in Equity No. 716, in the U. 8. 
District Court for the Northern District 
of Oklahoma, dated June 5, 1934. The 
other document is the opinion of the 
U. 8. Circuit Court of Appeals, 10th 
Circuit, No. 932, dated April 4, 1934. The 
opinion of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
goes into detail and should be of in- 
terest to those desiring further knowl- 
edge of this question. 


Additional statement regarding the 
Callison patent has been made by Wil- 
liam R. Rummler and Roy W. Hill, at- 
torneys for Mr. Callison, in the case in 
Chicago as reported in our issue of July 
14, in which it is said that “your issue 
of July 14 contained an article under the 
heading ‘Callison Patent Loses .. .’ 
which is misleading in that it may eg! 
the general impression that the Callison 
patent has been declared invalid, when 
the fact is that the validity of the 
Callison patent has been uniformly 
sustained in the cases that have gone 
to final hearing.” 

Details of the hearings in Oklahoma 
are then given. Further: “No decree 
has as yet been entered in the Chicago 
case referred to in your said issue of 
July 14. This is a suit against David 
Gottlieb doing business as D. Gottlieb 
& Company, in which the Big Broadcast 
was the only one of the various forms 
of the Gottlieb machines charged to be 
an infringement, and of which a speci- 
men was presented to the District Court 
at Chicago and examined on trial. 

“The examination of this machine and 
its comparison with the Callison patent 
and with the prior art was regarded by 
both parties as sufficient for a test to 
determine both the question of validity 
of the patent and the question of in- 
fringement in the first instance. 

“On July 5 Judge John P. Barnes sent 
to counse! for the respective parties a 
Memorandum Opinion (referred to in 
your news item). The next step to 
which counsel (for both parties) is now 
paying attention is the preparation of 
suggestions for proposed findings of fact 
to be submitted to Judge Barnes. 

“Judge Barnes is expected to return 
from his vacation in September, when 
the judge will probably take up con- 
sideration of such suggestions for find- 
ings of fact and conclusions of law.” 

Counsel for Mr. Callison also stated 
they had moved for an order of court 
permitting them to present in the Chi- 
cago case certified copy of the Oklahoma 
decree and also to present for inspection 
the exhibit machine of the defendant 
that was before the court in Oklahoma. 
The case is not yet settled, they state, 
and “is likely to go to the Court of 
Appeals of the Seventh Judicial Circuit 
at Chicago regardless of which of the 
parties succeeds in the District Court. 
Also it is not unlikely that this case 
may yet reach the Supreme Court in 
view of the wide interest thruout the 
country in machines that so far as op- 
eration and effect are concerned embody 
substantially the features included in 
the Dean machine... .” 


House Kills Senate Bill 


PROVIDENCE, R. fI., July 21.—Coin 
games that possess elements of skill or 
chance must remain in the back rooms 
of saloons, restaurants and hotels where 
liquor is sold in Rhode Island as the re- 
sult of the House’s action in killing a 
bill which had been unanimously passed 
by the Senate last week. 

Under the State's amended lquor laws 
games of skill and chance are prohibited 
in places licensed for sale of liquors. In 
consequence many of the coin games 
that were profitable in such establish- 
ments prior to passage of the State law 
now have been removed entirely or rele- 
gated to back rooms, hidden away from 
public view. To restore these machines 
to their rightful places would have been 
one result of the adoption of a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Paul G. Robin 
(Democrat), of Providence, making such

Judge Expresses 
Location Angle 


TULSA, Okla., July 21.—The suit of J. B. 
Largent and other pin game men seek- 
ing to prevent William E. Callison and 
T. J. Dean from interferring with the 
former’s machines resulted in an order 
by Federal Judge Franklin E. Kennamer 
on July 16 denyine the plea of Mr. Lar- 
gent, but giving him the right to re- 
new petition on further claims. 

The case of Mr. Largent is an after- 
math of the Oklahoma cases in which 
the Callison patent was sustained as valid. 
Largent’s complaint was that agents of 
Callison and Dean had visited locations 
where his machines were placed, telling 
the proprietors that under orders of the 
court they must desist from operatong 
such devices. Repcrts of this kind are 
said to have come from many places in 
the Southwest. 

The defendants denied the allegations. 
Judge Kennamer warned Callison and 
Dean at the hearing not to use the court's 
decree as a means of causing competitor's 
machines to be taken out of locations. 
He pointed out that if competitors were 
infringing on the Callison patent rights 
there was a proper way of seeking relief 
thru court action.

Madison, Wis., council 
passes ordinance requiring 
$50 fee on skill games 


® 

MADISON, Wis., July 21.—Operations 
of pinball games and other amusement 
devices will be permitted in Madison on 
payment of a $50 a vear license per ma- 
chine, according to action taken July 13 
by the common council by a vote of 19 
to 1. 

Under the terms of the measure, pin 
games and devices which involve an ele- 
ment of skill are permitted on payment 
of an annual license. 

No pin game or other licensed amuse- 
ment device will be permitted within 
500 feet of any school. Intoxicated per- 
sons and minors under 18 years of age 
are prohibited from playing the ma- 
chines. Failure to secure a license for 
each machine will subject the owner to 
a $500 fine or jail sentence of six months 
in the county jail. 

The objection to the reduced license 
fee from the originally proposed $100 a 
year fee per machine was answered by 
Ald. Henry C. Woif, who said that it was 
the belief of the ordinance committee 
members and the license committee that 
placing a $100 a year license on these 
machines would defeat the purpose for 
which the ordinance was intended. 

“The large fee would prevent the small 
operators from operating such machines 
and place control in the large operators, 
with the result that the same conditions 
would exist as at the present time,” Ald. 
Wolf declared. The committee was in- 
formed that the machines do not pay a 
sufficient revenue to entitle the city 
to charge $100 a year license.

All organizations to hear 
complete details of skill 
games labels

NEW YORK, July 21.—The first gen- 
eral meeting of operators to hear details 
of the new seal offered by the Metro- 
politan Skill Games Board of Trade, Inc., 
was that of the Amalgamated Vending 
Machine Operators, who met in general 
session to hear representatives of the 
Skill Board explain the plan. The meet- 
ing of the Amalgamated was the first of 
a series to present the plan to all 
cperator organizations in the New York 
area. The.New Jersey AMA will also call 
a meeting to hear details of the plan. 

Louis Goldberg, chairman of the label 
committee for the Skill Board and also 
a director in the Amalgamated, ex- 
plained the plan to his comrades. Other 
speakers were also present from the 
Skill Board, including H. H. Weaver. 
president of the board. The result was 
hearty applause for the plan and 
unanimous agreement by Amalgamated 
members to purchase only those ma- 
chines that bear the Skill Board label. 
Plans are being rapidly made to supply 
jobbers and distributors here with the 
labels. It was also announced that 
manufacturers who did not have a local 
representative could purchase the labels 
and apply them at the factory for ma- 
chines coming into this territory. 

The label committee stated for pub- 
lication that the plan was as follows: 
Operators who subscribe to the move- 
ment will purchase only machines that 
have the Skill Board label attached. 
Jobbers and distributors in this area 
will purchase the labels and attach 
them on all new and used machines 
which they offer for sale. Five thousand 
labels have been marked “Special” and 
may be had from association headquar- 
ters at 5 cents each to be placed imme- 
diately on machines now on location. 
The plan is to get labels on machines 
now on location as soon as possible. 
Jobbers, distributors and manufacturers 
will purchase the regular labels at 25 
cents each for the skill games, and 
labels for digger and crane type ma- 
chines will be sold at $1 each. The 
labels are all marked serially and may 
be had from the Metropolitan Skill 
Games Board. Labels are to be destroyed 
on machines traded in and a new one 
attached before sale.

Control Needed 


By TOBIAS A. KEPPLER— 


The report of the Arkansas situation 
suggests a comparison and I weuld say 
that the Arkansas statute is no broader, 
and probably not as broad as our Esquirol- 
Robinson bill. The statute usually al- 
lows a short time to apply for reargu- 
ment. In my opinion, if the Arkansas 
case were reargued, the decision may be 
reversed. 

I do not know S. L. Stanley, but his 
comments, as quoted in your publication, 
are words of wisdom. There are a lot 
of very able men in the trade. Mr. Stan- 
ley has hit the nail on the head in sug- 
gesting that the business can only be 
stabilized thru a central source. This is 
the most practical way that legal, legis- 
lative and public relations problems can 
be efficiently handled. 


My experiences suggest three weak- 
nesses that stand in the way of progress 
in the trade: 1 A sufficient number are 
not association-minded to adequately 
support a practical functioning move- 
ment. 2. There is too much politics. 3. 
There are too many opinions—too many 
generals. 

A tew operators and locations, lacking 
correct viewpoints, cause abuses to grow 
for the entire trade. The business makes 
too many enemies. Local lawyers do not 
get the chance to study the subject with 
sufficient intensity to make correct analy- 
sis of problems. Hence all over the coun- 
try there is adverse regulatory and taxing 
legislation. 


If attempts are made to use politics to 
win a case the producing cause of the 
troubles on and increases. The 
solution of the problems of the indus- 
try is not only to educate members of 
the trade, including the locations, but to 
adequately control those who make ene- 
mies for the business. 


There is no need for any public re- 
lations campaign. It would arouse a lot 
of professional bigots and cause more 
trouble than could be handled. If the 
producing causes of trouble are properly 
controlled there would be very little need 
to worry about what police, courts and 
legislators will do. It will then be much 
easier to approach the authorities, as 
they will not be prejudiced against the 
games. 


With the business on a basis of legiti- 
macy, 10 machines will be sold where one 
is sold now. 


Too many ideas and too many cooks 
spoil the broth. One capable official cen- 
tral source would know how to create 
proper public relations and would also 
guide local men so as to duplicate the 
type of work done in New York, both in 
the city and State, where we had adverse 
conditions probably exceeding those exist- 
ing in any other city or State. 

EDITOR'S COMMENT: Mr. Keppler 
suggests that “a few operators and loca- 
tions” make enemies for the entire trade 
and cause the trouble. He suggests that 
this minority must be controlled, but 
how to control them is the eternal prob- 
lem. It is well known that one or two 
manufacturers could upset the entire 
plans of the manufacturing industry to 
promote better business methods. Altho 
The Billboard is vsually given credit for 
most of the machines sold to locations, 
the matter has been Investigated and an 
operator or jobber did the selling in the 
majority of cases. 

It is this troublesome minority in all 
trades, refusing to play the game ac- 
cording to the rule, which make enemies 
and upsets majority plans. In many 
cases, tho, the “troublesome minority” 
must be given credit for upsetting the 
dictatorship of a headstrong majority. 
Anyway, Mr. Keppler seems to think that 
a central organization ts the way out of 
our troubles. We are for organization, 
but I venture to suggest that a strong 
central organization won't end the so- 
called evils. 

How can we get the organization is 
the question. 

Mr. Keppler quotes an old saying which 
seems to me to be one of those half truths 
that we hear on everycorner: ‘Too many 
ideas and too many cooks spoil the broth.” 
I don’t think it is possible to have too 
many good ideas, broth or no broth. There 
may be too many cooks and the main 
trouble lies with our digestion, or maybe 
I had better say our habits of eating. 
Very few people know how to listen to 
the ideas of others; in fact, are unwilling 
to give the other fellow credit for having 
any ideas. I presume that I hear as 
many ideas as any other one person in 
the trade. To me every fellow has a very 
curious mixture of the good and the
